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TO INVESTIGATE MAYNARD 


THE BAR ASSOCIATION TAKES UP 
THE CHARGES. 


JAMES C. CARTER SPEAKS FOR THE 
HONOR OF THE BENCH—A COMMIT- 
TEE OF NINE TO LOOK INTO THE 
SENATE STEAL. 


The Association of the Bar of the City of 
New-York raised its voice last night in em- 
phatic protest against the rewarding of Isaac H. 
Maynard with an appointment on the bench 
of the Court of Appeals in return for his hav- 
ing served his political master in a way that 
Was not honorable. The protest was made at 
® meeting that surpassed in size and in the 
representative character of those present 
any meeting of the Bar Association that 
has been held in recent years. The large hall 
of the association's building, 7 West Twenty- 
ninth Street, was filled, and men stood in the 
passageway outside for the two hours in which 
the meeting was in progress. 

It was the association's stated meeting, but 

as it had become well understood that a resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation of the 
charges that have been made with reference to 
Judge Maynard would be offered, little atten- 
tion was paid to the routine business, which was 
hurried through in short order. President 
Wheeler H. Peckham wasinthechair. He took 
no part in the discussion in regard to Judge 
Maynard except to ask an occasional question 
of a speaker. 
f Among the many who were present were 
Frederico R. Coudert, Francis M. Scott, 
John Brooks Leavitt, Cephas Brainerd, 
William N. Cohen, Walter Edwards, 
James ©. Carter, Everett P. Wheeler, 
Albert Stickney, Hamilton Odell, ex-Corpora- 
tion Counsel Henry R. Beekman, ex-Surrogate 
Daniel G. Rollins, Grosvenor P. Lowrey, Paul 
M. Cravath, Artemas H. Holmes, ex-Judge Pea- 
body, Deputy Attorney General William J. 
Lardner, and Louis C. Doyle. 

When the routine business had been disposed 
of and new business was called for, Mr. Carter 
rose and said that he had a matter to bring be- 
fore the association. He then said: 

“JT rise, Mr. President, for the purpose of 
moving the adoption of a resolution by 
this association. It is in relation to 
the affair which has caused so much com 
ment throughout the State in connection 
with the taxing from the office of the Controller 
of certain election returns. Before I offer the 
resolution I may be allowed to make an observa 
tion or two. 

“ All ofus have been deeply grieved, I think 
I may safely say, at the disclosures that have 
been made concerning what appeared to have 
been a tampering with public papers by high 
officials. The precise character of the act and 
of the circumstances connected with it, the mo- 
tives with whichit may have been done,all these 
things have been, I suppose, not perfectly un- 
derstood. I know thatI have not perfectly un- 
deratood them. YetI was deeply concerned at 
it, and no one can, I think, wonder 
at the wide public interest that it 
has aroused. It has occupied a very 
large place in discussions in the newspapers. 
It has ocoupied a very large place in our con- 
versations with each other, and it has also oc- 
cupied the attention of the judicial tribunal. 

“ We have a statement maide in regard to it by 
& learned Judge of the Supreme Court in the 
performance of his duties, of so grave a charac- 
ter thatit challenges our attention, and, how- 
ever unwelcome it may be, it forces upon us the 
discharge of a duty. 

“The leading features of the act, so far as I 
know, as they have been laid before the publie 
or as they appear in the statement of the Judge, 
are as foliows. 

“There were certain election returns forwarded 
by the Countylerk of one of the counties of 
the Btate to three offices, one of them to the 
office of the Controller. These returns, I be- 
lieve it has been adjudged, were lawful returns. 
ButthatI think is not material. They were 
apparently so, and forwarded in the discharge 
of a public duty. 

“While they were in the office of the Con- 
troller it appears that Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Isaac H. Maynard took those returns from 
that office without any official authority, so far 
as lam aware orso far as it is contended. It 
is also part of the fact, and it tends to give ita 
great importance, to furnish in the mind of 
every one a motive, that this removal of the 
returns enabled another return, which has 
been adjudged to be illegal, to be 
canvassed by the Board of State Can- 
Vassers, and led to the declaration that a can 
didate was elected in the place of another, who, 
it would appear, would otherwise have been 
elected, 

“It further appears that this same gentle- 
man was shortly after elevated by the Governor 
of the State to the highest judicial tribunal of 
the Sfate, where he now ocoupies a place. 

“Now those transactions, as it seems to me, 
are of an exceedingly grave character. They 
have been taken by the public all over the 
State as being so. It certainly seems to be 
incumbent on those whose duty it may be 
to protect the public records of the 
State to take such action as may seem best. 
Whether others perform their duty or not is 
es ¥ of no special concern tous. Certainly 
t does not relieve us from any obligation to 

rform our duty. 

‘This transaction has more than one aspect. 
That is the difficulty. It is suggested whether 
it is not an act of moral impropriety. It is 
also suggested whether it is not a viola- 
tion of the laws.of the State. It had the 
effect of changing the character of one of 
the legislative bodies of the State. With 
that — which we may call its polit- 
ical aspect, I conceive this asseciation has no 
concern. The citizens of the State of New-York 
in their capacity as citizens will give their ap- 
proval or disapproval, and in their own way. 

“But there is another aspect, no less im- 
portant, which does, as it seems to me, coneern 
us. It touches the honor of the judicial office. 
Whatever else may be of little concern to us, that 
is a matter of infinite interest tous. We were 
organized for the purpose of guarding and pro- 
tecting the honor of the judicial office. It is 
in our view with the most rane ens 
in society. If we can sustain the dignity and 
honor of the judicial office, we can sustain 
every other social interest. If that is lost all 
8 loat. 

“Whatever touches the dignity and honor of 
the judicial office touches us. We pay a rever- 
ence to it which we pay to nothing else. We 
elevate it above all unworthy motives, and 
there we wish to keep it. 

“* It is in that aspect that it seems to me that 
this association is interested. We all know 
that the dignity of the judicial office is al- 
ready drawn into question by this transaction. 
We cannot look our clients in the face without 
feeling that there is something that needs ex- 
pam which must be vindicated or punished.

“ Without regard to what is said for or against 
us in the public press or elaewhere, we know for 
what this association was organized, and we 
know its duties. Itseems to me that should 
be false to the objects of this association if we 

ed to take some notice of this transaction. 

* Of course we are to pronounce no judgment. 
We do not know the facts. There appears to 
be very strong prima facie evidence, but for 
all that we know there may be some answar or 
explanation. If there be, how welcome it would 
be all of us! But it is time that it was 
m. What the situation demands is light and 
a full knowledge of the facts. The duty of in- 
quiry is imposed on us.”’ 

Mr. Carter then moved the adoption of the 
resolations, which are as follows: 

Whereas, It appears from a late opinion 4 
monuced bya Judge of the Supreme Court wd 
grave offenses may have recently been committed 
in the taking ap election return from the 
office of the Controller of the State, and that 
Mr. Isaac H. Maynard, then Deputy Attorney 
General, and since elevated to the bench of our 
highest court, was 60 connecied with the transaction

That it be referred to a committes of 
nine members, to be appointed by the President of 
the association, to inquire into the matters aforesaid 
and Judge Maynard’s connection therewith, ani to 
port at an ourned meeting of the association. to 
held on the evening of March 22 at 8 o'clock, 
the facts, with the opinion of such committee as to 
what ac . if amy, should be taxen by the associa- 
tion in the premises. 

Delos McCurdy, who was associated with 
Judge Maynard in the election cases as coun- 
gel for the Board of State Canvassers, was pres- 
ent to present the case for Judge 
NMuynard. He_ rehearsed the proceedings 
that were taken in court in the matter, 
He said that notice of the order of Judge 
Ingraham, acting as a stay, had been sent to 
Clerk Storm Emuns by telephone, and yet Mr. 
Emans had thought that it was 
having called in strange couneel, to forward

returns. Mr. Maynard had done nothing out of 
the way in getting them back again. 

When Mr. Emans went to Albany and saw 
the Governor he was referred to Mr. Maynard, 
and Mr. Maynard told him that the best thing 
that he could do was to get them back. Mr. 
McCurdy thought that this was good advice. 

If Judge Maynard was guilty, Mr. McCurdy 
declared, there was another, a member of the 
association, who was just as guilty, being 
an accessory before the fact. The association 
should proceed against him if it proceeded in 
regard to Judge Maynard. Having thus offered 
himself as an object for investigation, Mr. Mc- 
Curdy sat down. 

Roger Foster was immediately on his feet. 
He was surprised that after such a clear state- 
ment there should be any more talk of 
investigation. Biackening of character by 
the association he referred to in touch- 
ing language. He was astonished that 
there had been so much misapprehension about 
the facts. A Judge could pot be impeached 
any way for what he had done before he went 
on the bench, Was the association to go into 
his career before he was appointed Judge? 

Nelson Smith, the Chairman of the Tammany 
Hall General Committee, followed Mr. Foster. 
He mentioned the golden rule, his idea 
seemingly being that any one might 
be in the fix of Judge Maynard and 
that then charity might be welcome. Mr. 
Smith characterized the resolutions that had 
been offered by Mr. Carter as doing Judge May- 
nard a grave injustice, although he did not 
suppose that Mr. Carter had meant that they 
should. 

These were the only ones who cared to say & 
word for Judge Maynard. 

Ex-Judge Noah Davis hit the nail on the head 
as far as thesentiment of the majority of the 
members present was concerned, when he said 
it was impossible for the association to 
biacken the character of any Judge 
unless it had been first blackened by himself. 
He was sorry to hear Mr. Foster make such a 
statement as that there was any attempt to 
blacken Judge Maynard’s character on the part 
of the association. 

Any Judge occupying the peculiar position 
occupied by Judge Maynard ought to court in- 
vestigation. If he was honest and upright 
there was nothing that he need fear. He should 
not wantit putoff foraday. If he himself was 
in such a position he should demand that the 
fullest investigation be made and as soon as 
possible. 

Frederic R. Coudert alluded sarcastically to 
the innocence and impetuosity of youth, 
as shown in the speech of Mr. Foster. 
He declared that as for him, whiie he 
was a Democrat, if it appeared that 
an injustice had been done to members of 
the other party, he would aid them in having 
that injustice remedied. That might not be 
practical politics, but it was honest politics. It 
was best, however, to dismiss the affair in its 
political aspect altogether and deal with it 
merely in the moral aspect. 

After Mr. Coudert’s speech the resolutions 
were put to a vote and adopted. There was no 
need to callforacount of the votes. About a 
dozen out of the 300 present voted against their 
adoption. 

Mr. Peckham did not appoint the committee 
last night. He could not tell when it would be 
named, but he gave it to be understood that 
there would be no delay in the appointment.

BOLD ROBBERS 
ean 

AND PLUNDER TWO RAILROAD 
MEN AND BLOW OPEN A SAFE. 

PITTSBURG, March &.—Finleyville, on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad, twenty-two miles 
from Pittaburg, was the scene of a daring rob- 
bery early this morning, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio ticket and express offices were broken into 
and robbed. 

About 2 o'clock this morning four mep at- 
tacked and assaulted J. J. McMillen, conductor 
of the shifting crew. He was the only person 
near the station. He was quickly bound and 


gagged and carried some distance by three of 
the men, while afourth stood guard near the 
door leading up to the signal tower. 

McMillen was taken toan old sawmill and 
tied to a post, and threatened with death if he 
attempted to move orcry out. His watch and 
money were taken, and he was left alone. 

His assailants then returned to the station, 
and the four men went quietly up the stairs 
leading to the telegraph office and, suddenly 
opening the door, thrust a revolver in the face 
of Albert McNeil, the operator, with the injunc- 
tion not to toucha telegraph key. They then 
carried him down stairs, bound and gagged him, 
and took him out of the building and laid him 
in a fence corner. He was also relieved of his 
watch and money. ~- 

The quartet then proceeded to break into the 
office. A safe stood in the ticket office, on the 
knob of which was a card: ‘* Combination ts not 
ou; turn to the right.” This the agent had put 
on knowing there was nothing of value except 
to the company init. That the burglars did not 
believe the card was evident. They broke olf 
the knob with a sledge, filled the hole with pow- 
der, lit a fuse, and blew the safe into pieces. 

The building was badly wrecked and the coals 
from the stove were scattered in all directions, 
but the building did not take fire. The noise of 
the explosion attracted the attention of the 
shifting crew and they hurred to the spot. Mc- 
Neil was found where they had placed him, and 
although considerably shaken up, at once went 
to work and sent messages over the wires. 

Search was then made for Conductor Mc- 
Millen, and he was found in the sawmill, ver 
weak and almost helpless from the tighttbind- 
ing of the ropes and his almost strangling con- 
dition from the torturing gag. Station Agent 
Liebtag had always followed the established 
rule of the company and had forwarded the 
money and other valuable contents of the safe 
to Pittsburg by the night express a few hours 
before the robbers appeared. 

The Baltimore and Ohio and special detec- 
tives were immediately put on the oase, but up 
to noon no clue had beep obtained as to the 
perpetrators of this last outrage in the Finley- 
Ville districts but they no doubt belong to the 
same gang which has been operating in that 
valley from Beaver Falls in the direction of the 
locality which was visited by them last night. 

The night before, the residence of Henry 
Floersheim, the well-known coal operator, was 
entered and quite generally ransacked. He 
lives near the scene of last night’s robbery by 
the hichwaymen and burglars at Finleyville, 
and there is scarcely a doubt that the robbers 
belong to one and thesamegang. The extent of 
Mr. Floersheim’s loss could not be ascertained.

Mr. Davis testitied that in passing Mr. Dough- 
erty in the Neil House one evening he heard 
him say to a companion, “If Sherman wants 
my vote he will have to put up for it.”

POLITIOAL DISPUTE LED TO MURDER. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal, March 8.—Just after the 
polls closed in the municipal election this even- 
ing a San Francisco politician called “ Big 
Neck” Smith shot and killed Patrick Brannican, 
& plasterer, during a quarrel about the election. 

Smith shot Brannigan twice, and as the latter 


fell Smith placed the pistol to his head and 
fired a third shot. Brannigan died instantly. 


MODUS VIVENDI DEMANDED 


OUR GOVERNMENT INSISTS THAT 
IT SHALL BE RENEWED. 


OUTCOME OF THE CABINET DISOUSSION 
OF THE BERING SEA QUESTION—THE 
SENATE INDULGES IN HEROICS OVER 
THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 —Acting Secretary 
Wharton delivered to the British Minister this 
afternoon the reply of this Government to Lord 
Salisbury’s note declining to renew the modus 
vivendi. 

This reply reiterates the position of this Gov- 
ernment and insists on a renewal of the modus 
vivendi of 1891 for the coming season. It is 
understood that Sir Julian Pauncefote cabled 
the entire text of the note to Lord Salisbury 
this evening. 

The Cabinet meeting to-day was of a most im- 
portant character, notwithstanding the absence 
of Secretaries Blaine, Foster, and Noble. The 
entire session of two hours was devoted to the 
consideration of the Bering Sea question in gen- 
eral and to Lord Salisbury’s last communication 
in opposition to a renewal of the modus vivendi 
of last year in particular. 

The President &Knd every member of the Cabi- 
net present participated in the discussion, and 
the opinion was unanimous thatthe position as- 
sumed by the British Government was unten- 
able and not. justified by the condition of the 
sealing industry. The argameat was made that 
the opening of Bering Sea for the present sea- 
son to the indiscriminate slaughter of seals by 
. poachers would undoubtedly result in serious 
injury, if not the total destruction of the indus- 
try, and thus defeat the very object sought in 
the negotiations between the two countries. 

It was therefore decided to insist on a modus 
vivendi, somewhat similar to that of last year, 
having for its object the protection of the seal 
fisheries by the jointaction of Great Britain and 
the United States pending the settlement of the 
questions at issue py arbitration. 

Another question considered was in regard to 
the transmission to the Senate of copies of the 
correspondence on this question that has taken 
place since Jan. 6, 1891, the date of the last 
published volume, in order to aid that body in 
its cousideration of the treaty of arbitration 
transmitted to it by the President to-day. 
While the general opinion was favorable 
to this course, it was concluded to 
leave the question open for a few days. 
This correspondence would naturally include 
the last communication received from Lord 
Salisbury respecting the question of a modus 
vivendi for the coming season, and its transmis- 
sion to the Senate may be delayed a few days 
in order that it may include also the response 


to Lord Salisbury, which is to be made in ac- 
cordance with the action of the Cabinet to-day. 

The liveliest discussion the Senate has ever 
indulged in thus far was provoked to-day by 
the Bering 8ea arbitration treaty, which was re- 
ceived from the President. It was unaccon- 
panied by any suggestions or recommenda- 
tions. Earlier in the day President Harrison 
had conferred with Senator Sherman, (Rep., 
Obio,) Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and decided to submit the treaty 
alone in order to get an expression from the 
Senators previous to giving his views of the 
situation. 

The expression was speedily forthcoming. 
Soon after 3 o’olock Senator Sherman called for 
an executive session. As soon as the doors 
were locked the document was taken from the 
desk and its provisions were explained by Mr. 
Sherman, who expressed the opinion that it 
should be ratified. 

It was apparent while the Ohio Senator was 
talking, that there was to be lively opposition 
to the treaty. A number of Senators gathered 
in the vicinity of his desk, 80 that they might 
hear every word that he uttered. When he had 
tinished, Senator Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) made a 
vigorous attack on the document and the idea it 
conveyed. He said that he was absolutely 
opposed to any consideration of the treaty 
unless it were accompanied by a declaration 
that the existing modus vivendi was to be con- 
tinued. That would be little enough, Any- 
thing less than such an arrangement would be 
useless. Mr. Morgan’s speech lasted eeveral 
minutes and was marked by its earnestness. 

Then Senator Teller (Rep., Col.,) attacked the 
treaty. He declared thatthe idea of ratifying 
any arbitration treaty was absolutely obnoxious 
to him. The right of the United States, he main- 
tained, to the waters acquired from Russia was 
unassailable. Should the Government now 
agree to submit the question of this right to the 
uncertain decision of a Board of Arbitration, it 
would be guilty of cowardly surrender which the 
country would condemn in unreserved terms. 
According to the treaty, one of the three foreign 
members of the Board of Arbitration was to be 
an Italian. The relatione between this country 
and Italy were strained, as everybody 
knew. Was it good policy, he would lke 
to know, to submit such an important 
question to tho judgment of men who 
might be prejudiced from the very outset of the 
case? Mr. Teller asserted that a vigorous pol- 
icy alone would avail the Government in the 
present rege og England had been allowed 
to bulldoze the United States long enough in 
this Bering Sea matter. For one he wanted to 
see the rights of Americans protected. 

Senator Hale (Rep., Me.,) desired to have the 
treaty ratified without delay. It would have 
the effect, he said, of bringing Englana to 
terms. Up to the present time there had been a 

ood dealof “‘ wobbling’? over this question. 
Now the time had arrived, in his opinion, when 
it could be settied on a definite basis. 

Senator Frye (Rep., Me.,) took the yy 
ground from that of his colleague. He was 
anxjous to have the waters of Bering Sea pa- 
trolled by American vessels, as if it were a mare 
clausum, and he would have every sealer 
seized at all hazards, no matter what its nation- 
ality. This was not atime totemporize. The 
United States had righte which it should 
vigorously enforce. If Canada persisted in 
sending poachers into Bering Sea, he wanted 
the valuable bonding privileges which this Gov- 
ernment accorded the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road and other Canadian railroads withdrawn. 
No such privileges should be granted to an un- 
friendly Government. 

Mr. Frye’s speech created a genuine sensa- 
tion. It wasa “tall twister” from beginning 
toend. There were in all three different views 
of the subject advan One was that, inas- 
much as rd Salisbury had made the first of- 
ficial offer of the present modus vivendi, it was 
now no more than proper forthe President to 
make a similar offer to the British Government. 

Several Senators took the ground that ap- 
proval of the treaty by the Senate would have 
theeffect of committing Great Britain to the 
recognition of this Government’s claim to 
jurisdiction over the waters of Bering Sea 
under the title given by Russia. Senator 
Morgan's position was sustained by sev- 
eral of tbe Democratic Senators, who 
did not hesitate to criticise the bungling 
“diplomacy” which had brought the question 
to its present unsatisfactory stage. There were 
other Senators who stood by Senators Teller 
and Frye, and wented the power of the navy in- 
voked in protecting the seals from Canadian 
poachers. 

Finally the treaty was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign lations, with the certainty 
the fight would be renewed when that commit- 
tee reported it back to the Senate. After the 
Senators had been unlocked and the public 
again given ab opportunity to enter the galler- 
jes the Senators stood in the aisies for some 
time discussing the question. The impression 
to-night seems to be tthe treaty is in danger 
of going by the board. 

All of the negotiations for a settlement of the 
Bering Sea dispute, together with the treaty re- 
cently agreed toin London and by Mr. Blaine, 
tor areference of the disputes to arbitration, 
seem to be in danger of being fruitless to settle 
any of the questions involved before the 
opening of the sealing season of 1892, and the 
rejection of the treaty, which appears to be 
imminent, may involve the United States and 
Great Britain in a deeper and more irritable 
controversy than any that has yet been had 
over the subject. 

It is seen at once, in the Senate, that to main- 
tain the contention, in Alaskan waters, of ex- 
clusive jurisdiction to the waters beyond the 
international limit of three miles will com- 
plicate the dispute about British juris- 
diction in ortheastern waters. If the 
United States could muintain its claim to 
jurisdiction over Alaskan waters for the pres- 
ervation of the fur seals, Great Britain would 
be in a position to maintain, on similar grounds, 
exclusive jurisdiction over the fishing ground 
on the northeast coast now shared with the 
fishermen of the United States. 

No one in the Senate appears to be able to at- 
tribute the sudden refusal of Lord Salisbury to 
renew the modus vivendi of 1890-91, for the 

rotection of the fur seals, to anything but the 

anadian desire to haveafree field and no 
favor for one season, at least.

LONDON, March 8,.—Mr. William Randall 
Cremer, member of the House of Commons for 
the Haggerston Division of Shoreditch, has 
written a letter in which he says that petitions 
in favor of arbitrating all disputes between 
Great Britain and the United’ States will be im- 
mediately presented in Parliament.

THEY WANT FREE SEALING. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—In the Senate to-day, 
Mr. Squire (Rep., Washington,) presented a me- 
morial from the Chamberof Commerce of Port 
Townsend, Washington, setting forth that 
“the present status of the Bering Sea seal fish- 
ery works a grievous hardship to our fishermen 
by depriving them of the rights and privileges 
which they enjoy inthe North Atlantic Ocean, 
in which they are encouraged and protected by 
the Government of the United States.” 

The Chamber asserts its belief that the waters 
of the North Pacific Ocean and Bering Sea, and 
all the products to be found in those 
waters, should be as free as the waters 
of the North Atlantic. It respectfully asks 
that some action be taken by Congress by 
which the same laws that are now in operation 
on the North Atlantic regarding fisheries be 
extended to the waters af the North Pacific, 
Bering Sea, the Arctic Ocean, and all waters 
bordering upon American territory; that the 
products of the open sea be declared free and 
open to all, and that American fishermen have 
the same rights in the waters of the North Pa- 
citic as they now enjoy in the North Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Mr. Squire remarked that the petition was 
only one of a series of similar ones and that the 
subject was of creat importance. He moved its 
reference to the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, and it was so referred.

CANADA'S DISSATISFACTION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 8.—Mr. Gordon, 
Member of Pariiament for Nanaimo, said that 
theidea of the British cruisers doing police duty 
for the protection of the Alaska Company in 
Bering Sea was absurd and should be de- 
nounced.

TEXAS REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
—_< ———— 

A SOLID DELEGATION FOR HARRISON TO 
BE CHOSEN. 


AUsTIN, Texas, March 8.— The Republican 
State Convention, called for the purpose of se- 
lecting delegates to the National Convention, 
assembled to-day in Turner Hall. About 400 
delegates were present, a greater proportion of 
whom were white than in any body of a similar 
character that has convened in Texas since the 
war. Fully three-fitths of the delegates were of 
the Caucasian race. 

There were contesting delegations from the 
Counties of Dallas, Galveston, Harris, Washing- 
ton,and Lamar. There has been a general-fight 
throughout the State waged in the County Con- 
ventions, which had ite inspiration in the effort 
of the “ lily whites,” as the white Republicans 
are called, so to shape matters as to elect dele- 
gates who would destroy the prestige of N. W. 
Cuney, a mulatto of unusual intelligence, who 
is Collector of the Port at Galveston, and who 
has dominated the Republican machine in Texas 


for several years. Lock MoDaniel, Chairman of 
the State Executive Committee, a “ lily white,” 
had framed his rulings so as to have all contest- 
ing delegations excluded from the floor of the 
convention pending the settlement of claims by 
the Committee on Credentials. Cuney assailed 
him in the committee room, charging him with 
conspiracy, and carried witb him a sufficient 
number of the committee to abrogate the rule 
set up by Chairman McDaniel and establish one 
to the effect that the contestees should be seated 
during temporary organization and the con- 
testants excluded. This settled the “lily 
whites,” and practically settled Cuney’s su- 
premacy before the convention was organized. 

The convention was called to order at 12 noon 
by Judge Lock McDaniel. Mayor McDonald in 
@ neat speech welcomed the delegates to the 
hospitalities of Austin. Temporary organiza- 
tion was effected by electing Judge John B. 
Rector of Travis County Chairman and Robert 
Kolp of Brenham Seoretary. The convention 
adjourned at 3 P. M., to meet again at 9:30 A. 
M. to-morrow. 

A solid Harrison delegation, headed by N. 
Wright Cuneo of Galveston, will go to Minne- 
apolis. The delegation will probably include 
Gen. Webb Flanagan of Henderson, Rusk Coun- 
ty, and A. B. Mallory of El Paso. Eight dele- 
gates at large are to be elected and twenty- 
two district delegates. The complexion of the 
Texas delegation to the National Convention 
pine probably be about half white and half col-

CETTINGE, Montenegro, March 8.—A dispatch 
received here from Kolasschin, a town on the 
frontier of Albania, reports that forty Alba- 
nians, who were escorting a wedding procession, 
met a number of Montenegrins who were em- 
ployed in building a Bridge at Tara. 

As the Montenegrins were passing the wed- 
ding party, several of the Albanians who were 
armed with rifles tired a feude joie.

LOSEY’S LOSSES AT POLICY 


OVER THIRTY THOUSAND DOLL- 
ARS OF STOLEN MONEY GONE. 


ARREST OF MOLLESON BROTHERS’ CON- 
FIDENTIAL BOOKKEEPER—THE POL- 
ICY MEN WHO GOT THE MONEY 
LIKEWISE UNDER LOCK AND KEY. 


Chief Inspector Byrnes made public last 
night the details of a most remarkable case 
which had occupied his attention for several 
days. It is the story of a confidential book- 
keeper who robbed his employers in less than 
two years of over $31,000 which he played 
away in“ policy ” atshops in this city and Brook- 
lyn. The dishonest bookkeeper is under arrest, 


“as are also the keepers of the New-York policy 


shops. 

William A, Losey is the name of the book- 
keeper. He is about fifty years of ace, is mar- 
ried, and with his family lives at 526 Monroe 
Street, Brooklyn. He has always borne a good 
reputation, and the news of his downfall will no 
doubt be a great surprise to ‘his numerous 
friends and acquaintances. For eleven years 
he has been in the employ of Molleson Brothers, 
the paper dealers at 18 Beekman Street. Fora 
number of years he has been the confidential 
bookkeeper of the firm, implicitly trusted by his 
employers. 

The members of the firm have been embar- 
rassed for nearly a year past by alack of ready 
cash, which wus attributed to poor collections. 
When they spoke to Losey about it he ascribed 
it to the same cause. This lack of ready cash 
continued, however, for so long a time that the 
members of the firm at last suspected that there 
was something wrong. That there was a leak 
somewhere they were perfectly satisfied. Call- 
ing to their aid their counsel, Chauncey 8. 
Truax, the matter was discussed, and it was 
determined to have the books of the firm exam- 


ined. This course was pureued, and by Satur- 
day last it was discovered that the trusted 
bookkeeper was $38,000 short in his cash ac- 
count. 

Losey was informed of this discovery, and at 
once confessed that he had stolen this money 
and much more, which would be discovered 
when the examination of the books was com- 
pleted, and the falsifications which he had made 
to hide his thefts were pointed out and ex- 
plained. He astounded his employers by in- 
forming them that he had kept an exact account 
ofthe money which he had stolen from the 
firm, and that the total was $31,702.37. All 
this money had been stolen since May, 1890, 
and had been lost in playing policy. Losey 
said that he had played continually until last 
Saturday, and had not alone lost the $31,702.37 
which he had stolen from the firm, but he had 
piayed away all his winnings, amounting to 
$32,303.95, making a grand total of $64,006.32. 

Losey gave to Lawyer Truax the names of the 
following “ policy” shops where he said he had 
played during the time that he was robbing his 
firm. They were 202142 William Street, 464 
Pearl Street, 96 and 155 Park Row, Edwards & 
Co., in the Everett Building, 25 Ann Street, 
Room D, and 308 Myrtle avenue, Brooklyn. 

Counselor Truax, on receiving this informa- 
tion, consulted with the District Attorney who 
advised him to turn the matter over to Inspector 
Byrnes tor his action. This was done, and the 
result was that on Mondays, Losey, who had been 
under surveillance since Saturday, was arrested 
by Detective Reap. At Police Headquarters he 
made a statement to the Chief Inspector. He 
gave a detailed statement of his losses in the 
‘policy ’” shops taken from the special account 
books which he had kept wre his peculations. 
The Inspector was forced to admit that Losey 
was the most systematic thief he had ever been 
brought in contact with. 

Losey said that he began bis stealings in May, 
1890, and from that time until last Saturday 
lost the following sums: At 202% William 
Street, $9,020.59; at 464 Pearl Street, $3,181.50; 
at 96 Park Row, $8,158.19: at 155 Park Row, 
$3,185.19; at 25 Ann Street, $1,016.79, and at 
308 Myrtle Avenue, Brooklyn, $7,140.10. He 
said that he was the heaviest player of the 
many who frequented these places, and he very 
often made bets of $500, and not infrequently 
would make “hits” of $1,500. 

Losey in his statements, which were all made 
voluntarily, told a curious story as to the cir- 
eulmstaaces under which he commenced to play 
policy and then to steal. He said that one 
morning in May, 1890, as he was coming over 
from Brooklyn in the bridge Cars he met un ac- 
quaintance whom he had not seen for years 
before. They began to chat, and in the course 
of conversation Losey spoke of a peculiar 
dream which he had had the previous night. 

His friend said to him, “ You ought to play 
policy.” 

Losey said, “I never played policy in my 
life, and I don’t know where to play.”’ 

Hia friend then said, “ I know the numbers to 
which your dream applies, andif you’ll come 
with me I'll show you where to play, and we’ll 
make a‘ hit.’” 

He went with this friend, who introduced him 
at 20212 William Street. No person could enter 
there without an introduction and being 
vouched for. They both played, but did not 
make a “hit” on the dream numbers. Losey 
went the following day and made a “hit,” and 
from that time he played in the places named 
every day but Sunday. The players at one 
place introduced him to the others, and so he 
went from place to place, to change his luck as 
fortune went against him. 

Losey was taken to the Tombs Police Court 
on Monday, and Justice McMahon remanded 
him into the custody of Inspector Byrnes. Mon- 
day the Inspector perfected his arrangements 
for a simultaneous raid on the — shops 
which had been mentioned by Losey in his 
statements as the places in which he had played 
away his employer’s money. Three detectives 
were detailed to go to each place, and the hour 
nawed for the raids was 9:50 o'clock in the 
morning. The raids were as arranged yester- 
day,,and in each place the persons found in 
oharge were arrested, and all the paraphernalia 
for the policy game was seized and carted off 
to Police Headquarters. 

The prisoners were as follows: At 2021, 
William Street, William Spencer, twenty-eight 
years old, of 17 Jefferson Etreet; at 464 Pearl 
street, George Hamilton, forty-nine years old, 
of 235 Madison Street; at 96 Park Row, Thomas 
Cuneen, thirty-6ne years old, of 212 Waverley 
Place; at 155 Park Row, Morris Sullivan, twen- 
ty-eight years old, of 343 Madison Street, and 
at 25 Ann Street, Frederick Wilson, aged thirty- 
seven, of 186 East Thirty-second Street; William 
Radford, aged fifty-six, of 256 West Fifty-sixth 
Street, and George Morgan, aged fifty, of 322 
West Fifty-elghth Street. All these prisoners 
were brought to Police Headquarters and were 
fully identitied by sags J as the men in shetee 
of the shops when he played and from whom he 
bought slips and to whom he paid the money. 

They are charged with maintaining policy 
shops. They were arraigned before Justice 
McMahon at the Tombs yesterday afternoon 


and were remanded until this afternoon, when. 


they will have an examination. The charges on 
which Losey is held include fraud, larceny, and 
forgery. 


NEW FRENCH BUDGET.

REFORM IN EXCISE DUTIES—THE RE- 
DUCTION OF THE DEBT. 


Paris, Maroh 8.—M. Rouvier, the Minister of 
Finance, has drafted a budget which has been 
approved by the Ministry, It provides for a re- 
form in the excise duties, the institution of a 
permanent fund to be applied to the reduction 
of the debt, and measures to insure the pay- 
ment of the sexennial bonds, amounting to 
163,000,000f., due in 1898. 

The budget reduces the tax on beer and non- 
alcoholic beverages and increases the tax on 
spirits from 156f. to 190f. per hectoliter. 








EUROPE’S ARMAMENT.

A PROTEST FROM AN INDEPENDENT IN 
HUNGARY. 


Bupa-PEstH, March 8,—In the lower house of 
the Hungarian Diet to-day Herr Eoetvos (Inde- 
pendent) | presented a protest from his party 
against increasing the armaments.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 8.—Rochesater gave 
Hill a slap in the face to-day which he will feel 
for some time. The whole Republican oity 
tickat is elected by large majorities. Carroll, 
(Dem. ,) the present Mayor, is defeated by Assem 
blyman Curran by 2,968 majority. For member 
of Executive Board George W. Aldridge is re- 
elected by 6,088 majority. Both Curran and 
Carroll are Roman Catholics, and Curran’s ma- 
jority is very much lighter than that on the rest 
of the ticket. 

The old Common Council contained eleven 
Republicans and five Democrats. The Hill ger- 
rymander making twenty wards only served to 
elect four more Republicans, for the new board 
will consist of fifteen Republicans and five Dem- 
ocrats. The old Board of Supervisors contained 
twenty-three Republicans and twelve Demo- 
crate. The new one will round up with thirty 
Republicans and five Democrats. 

The streets are crowded with Republican jol- 
liflers to-night, who are aking Rome howl in a 
pouring rain. 

Geneseo, Livingston County, elects a Repub- 
lican Supervisor to-day.

THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


THE LIBERALS WILL HAVE CONTROL OF 
THE NEXT LEGISLATURE, 


HONOLULU, March 1.—Little excitement at- 
tended the elections of last month, and affairs 
are now quist. Returns now complete from all 
quarters of the kingdom show that the coming 
Lesislature is composed of a majority of mem- 
bers that may be classed as Liberals or opposed 
to “missionary” influences. 

The House will not sit until May next, but a 
preliminary caucus has been held to nominate 
candidates for legislative offices, and Henry P. 
Baldwin has been selected for President of the 
House by the missionary element, while Gen. 
John 8. Walker, Conservative, is supported by 
the Liberals for that position. It is now claimed

PROF, COPELAND'S LOSS. 
A VALUABLE ASTRONOMICAL LIBRARY 
MUCH DAMAGED. 


EDINBURGH, March 8.—A fire broke out last 
night in the residence of Prof. Ralph Copeland, 
who occupies the Chair of Practical Astronomy 
in Edinburgh University. The flames spread 
with startling rapidity. The professor's family 
and he himself were asleep when the fire broke 
out, and were only awakened when their bed- 
rooms became filled with a dense, suffocating 
smoke, 

Finding all escape by the stairways out off, 
the professor gathered all the members of his 
household in his bedroom, which was on one of 
the upper floors, and here as quickly as possible 
a rope was made by twisting sheets and blank- 
ets and tying the ends together. Down this 
rope everybody in the house descended to the 
ground in safety, but they had a very narrow 
escape. 

Besides his professorship in the University, 
Prof. Copeland is Astronomer Royal for Scot- 
land, andin his. house was a large and exceed- 
ing valuable library of astronomical works, 
which had been bequeathed to the nation by the 
Earl of Crawford and Balcarres. These books 
were saved, though they were damaged by 
water. _—

THE SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOAT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 8.—The Jenny Electric 
Company to-day shipped to Michigan a fifty- 
horse-power motor to be used in the submarine 
torpedo boat which is being built for 
Government use by Chicago capitalists. 
It will be tested by the Government 
in about three weeks. It is cigar-shaped and 
has two sources of motive power, steam and 
electricity, the first generating the power for 
the second. In case of emergency a storage- 
battery system will operate the motor, as when 
the vessel wishes to submerge. 

The failure of nearly all submarine craft has 
been due to the inability of the inventors to 
keep the cigar point from fastening in the bot- 
tom, butin this one the submersion is accom- 

lished by water ballast, and so far the 

orizontal position of the vessel has been 
maintained in several experiments. 





WILL NULLIFY THE SECRET BALLOT. 

JACKSON, Mich., March 8.—The Senate to-day 
passed a bill which will have the ¢tfect of mak- 
ing the Australian planof voting nugatory. The 
famous “understanding” clause of the new 


Constitution prescribes that any person having 
the other qualifications shall be a competent 
elector who can read any section of the Consti- 
tution or understand the same when read to 
him.

MONTREAL, March 8.—The streets of Montreal 
to-night are filled with one seething mass of ex- 
cited humanity. Notsince the inauguration of 
the Confederation have the citizens of Montreal 
worked themselves up to sucha pitch of hilarity 
and rejoicing as they are now doing over the 
results of the provincial elections to-day.

Even in the Mercier strongholds, in places where 
the deposed Government had bribed the clect- 
ore by spending hundreds of thousands of do!- 
lars, they have been snowed under. Som» 
of the vilest means possible wore used by ile 
Mercierites in endeavoring to regain their ends 
—forgery, perjury, and bribery, the last ina 
wholesale manner. 

This created quite an excitemont in the carly 
part of the day, which, however, calmed down 
when it was seen how the elections were going. 

The biggest surprise of all to the Mercierites 
was herein the metropolitan city of the do- 
minion, Montreal. For the first time in twelvo 
years this city returned a solid delegation of 
Conservatives, a gain of 5. 

The exciting contest in the city was that be- 
tween the Hon. James MoShane, the people's 
Jimmy, the present Mayor of Montreal, and the 
former Mercierite Minister of Public Works, 
who, for the first time since he has run for 
oflice, was defeated by a new man for Parlia- 
mentary honors, Alderman P. Kennedy. 

This, though, is nothing to be compared with 
the returns from all over the Province. At the 
previous election Mercier was réturned to 
power with a following of 50 members out of a 
total of 73. 

In this election the Conservatives have not 
only gained 21 new seats, but have secured all 
those gained in bye-elections. All the Ministers 
of tbe Deboucherville Government have been 
elected by handsome majorities, while 4 of Mer- 
cier’s former Ministers have been defeated. 

The Conservatives only lost 2 seats, and those 
4 small majorities, while those seats where Mer- 
clerites were elected were only gained after a 
hard and close tight. 

Mercier himeelf is elected, but will only have 
16 followers, the Conservatives having 50, the 
remaining 73 being Independent Liberals, but 
opposed to Mercier. 

From authentic sources it was learned to- 
night that the attention of the Grand Jury, now 
in session, will be called to the robberies of 
public moneys by members of the defeated 
party at once, and, if possible, criminal prose- 
cutions will be instituted. 

OTTawa, Ontario, March 8.—The elections in 
Quebeo Province to-day having resulted in a 
clean sweep for the Conservatives, the stock of 
that party is simply beyond quotation to-night. 

Liberals were divided among themscives, 
many of the best men refusing to follow the 
leader, ox-Premier Mercier, and this is, after 
all, the cause of their defeat. 

The result will probably bring the affairs of 
the Liberal Party toa crisis. Thestraight-party 
men from Quebec now in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment attribute the division in their ranks to the 
influence of the Ontario Liberals, who de- 
nounced Mercier for boodling as bitterly as the 
Conservatives did. Tnore will probably be an 
open rupture in the party. 

Leader Laurier is a French Canadian and a 
representative of Quebec. He is personally a 
iwnan of unblemished character, but it will be al- 
most impossible for him to. lead with repre- 
sentatives of bis own provincedenouncing their 
Ontario allies. 

There is an element of danger for the Con- 
servative Dominion Government in the result. 
The Province’s tinances ure very low, and as the 
people will not submit to direct taxation, 
there is nothing Fame for the Conservative 
Premier of the Province but to démand relief 
from the Dominion Treasury. ‘his demand will 
arouse a strong feeling iu the English-speaking 
provinces, whose people regard Quebec as the 
shiftiess nember of the family, always asking 
increased subsidies. ‘

THROUGH THE MEDIUM OF A “ TAR- 
IFF DEBATING CLUB.” 


sr. Louis, March 8.—Some time ago it booame 
known that a“ practical politician” had been 
sent out by the Republican leaders in national 
politics in order to “ whoop up” things in all 
the large cities of the country in behalf of the 
party and to raise funds for campaign purposes 
throughout the land. Every large city was as- 
sessed a certain amount. For instance, New- 
York is supposed to furnish $200,000; Philadel- 
phia, $100,000; Chicago, $70,000, and St. Louis, 
$35,000. 

Itis understood that the money was to be raised 
through clubs formed for political purposes, 
and while it is generally believed, it is not quite 
generally known that such clubs have been 
clandestinely organized in New-York, Phila- 
delphia, and 8t. Louis. In most instances mem- 
bership in these clubs is confined to Federal 
oftice holders and employes only, in dircct 
violation of the civil service laws. There are 
good reasong to believe that local Federal 
officials have embarked in this club business. 
The Kepublic has in its possession certain evi- 
dence that bears out this belief. This evi- 
dence is in the nature of a circular letter ad- 
dressed to E. G. Schreiner, a United States 
storekeeper at Ouster, Mo. The circular is as 
follows in black and white: 

OFFICE OF THE TARIFF DEBATING CLUB, 
ST. Louts, Mo., Nov. 30, 1891. 
E. G. Schreiner, Esqg., United States Storekeeper, 
Custer.

It is typewritten matter, and is printed upon 
old internal revenue blanks. Armed with this 
circular, a Republic reporter endeavored to 
gather some information regarding the object 
of the “Tariff! Debating Club.” Thinking per- 
haps that F. W. H. Wiesehahn, whose name a 
pears on the circular as President of the Tariff 
Debating Club, could furnish the information, 
the reporter called upon him. Mr. Wiesehaha 
holds the position of chief clerk in the office of 
the Collector of Internal Revenue. 

“You are President of a tariff debating club, 
are you not, Mr. Wiesebahni” the reporter 
asked. i 

“I don’t know of any such club,” was his 
reply. “ Whotold you that I was President of 
aclub? Who told you this?” were the ques- 
tions be hastily put to the reporter. “I know 
of no sach club.” 

“TJ have a circular letter here with your name 
signed to it. What have you to say to that?” 

Mr. Wiesehahn dropped his penholder, and, 
after gazing at the circular, he »degan to engage 
himself with work. He was evidently troubled, 
but the reporter did not care to be put off with- 
out ananswer. He repeated the question, and 
Mr. Wiesehahn turned and,in an angry tone, 
said: “ Ihave nothing to tell you. If you must 
know anything, you must get your information 
from the person who gave you thistip. Il know 
nothing of the Tarifl- Debating Club.” 

* But how about your name?! Did you know 
it was on that circular?” he was asked. 

*f told you once,” he replied, “that I have 
nothing to say about the matter. I refuse to 
say anything further. Its no use talking to 
me.” 

Mr. Gundlach occupies a desk right beside Mr. 
Wiesehbaln. Ue was asked by the reporter if he 
was not Secretary of the Tariff Debating Club 
and made the reply that he knew nothing about 
such an organization. 

‘Suppose you were shown a circular of the 
club with your name attached to it?” he was 
aske d. 

‘What! ” was his astonished reply. 
got that circular?”’ 

The circular was shown to him, and he read it 
over closely. He looked first at his name and 
then at the reporter. Then he asked, ** Where 
did you get that paper ?”’ 

“Ts that your name‘attached tothe circular?”’ 
was the reply. 

“ I don’t know.” 

“Well,if it isn’t your name, what is your 
name?” he was asked. 

“Well, I guess I had better noteay anything,” 
he said. “The name is all right, but I will not 
say whether it was put there with my authority 
or not.” 

Whatever may be the object of the Tariff De- 
batipg Club, the secrecy of those whose names 
appear on the circular as officers of the organi- 
zation rather strengthens the impression sug- 
gested above. The officers of the club seem to 
be endeavoring to bring af the officers 
and employes of the Federal departments 
into the club as members. There are between 
5,000 and 6,000 Federal employes in the State 
who are eligible to membership in the club, and 
the initiation fee, with the regular monthly duss 
of this number, would aggregate about $35,000, 
which is alleged to be St. Louts’s share of the 
national fund. It was rumored that Postmaster 
Harlow was asked to join the Tariff Debating 
Club, but he denied all knowledge of the club 
and said he had never been asked to join.

CANADIAN FISHERIES. 
oa 
MR. TUPPER INTRODUCES IN THE OOM- 
MONS AN AMENDATORY ACT. 


OTrawa, Ontario, March 8.—The Hon. C. H. 
Tupper,in the House of Commons this arter- 
noon, in introducing an act to amend the fisher- 
ies, said the main object of the act was to place 
the Canadian lobster fisheries under license. 
As the subject was a very important one, he 
should dwell more at length on it on the second 
reading of the bill. 

As regarded deep-sea and great-ocean fisher- 
ies, it had been the policy of the department to 
interfere as little as possible. In regard to evils 
of trap and mackerel fishing, they had been 
regulated. With reference to the lobster fisher- 
jes, the department has endeavored to prevent 
what promised to be the speedy extinction of a 
Vaiuable fishery. They had the experience of 
other countries where protective measures had 
woe adopted, not always in time to save the 

shery. 

Several clauses in this bill had in view the 
Government taking charge of that fishery and 
not allowing any indulgence except under 
license. The Government had adopted some 
years since aclose season, practically limiting 
the lobster season to two months in the year. 
They found, however, that these regulations 
were violated—systematically violated—as t 
pociera, realizing that the worst which coul 

appen would be a fine on its being discovere 
by the Inspector when he came round, elected 
to take all risks. It would be so costly to keep 
Inspectors sufficient to enforce these regulations 
that the Hon. OC.

With the license system they could control the 
packers by making the licensees provide guaran- 
tees. The act also provides incre penalties 
for polluting rivers and streams with lime or 
other substances. It makes boats part of the 
implements and appliances used, in Gases of vi- 
olation of the act, and gives the Minister power 
to set apart any river for the purposes of hatch- 
ing and breeding fish, either naturally or by ar- 
tificial means, and whether already leased or not.

SUITS BY HEIRS OF ITALIANS MURDERED

NEW-ORLEANS, March 8.—A sonsational suit 
will be filed in the United States court in a day 
or two, the plaintiffs being the families of the 
Italians killed by the mob on Marob 14 last.

Only the heirs of those who were not natural- 
ized citizens of the United States will figure in 
the case. The claim will hardly exceed $250,- 
000, and will average about $25,000 to $30,000 
for the family or heirs of each man. The suit 
will be against the City Government, as the 
mob was too many to join.

CANADA COMES

IMPORTANT RULING IN THE FAVORED- 
NATIONS TREATY CLAUSE, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 8.—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Col. O’Brien read the 
following question from tho London Jimes of 
Feb. 26: 

* HAMBURG, Feb. 27.—The diversity of opinion en- 
tertained by the mercantile press and public as to 
whether the most-favored nation clause, by which 
Great Britain sharesin the recent German treaty 
arrangement, extendsalso to the British colonies 
and possessions, has now been definitely settled in 
the aflirmative, in consequence of an attempted levy 
of the old duty ot 5 marks per 100 kilos by the Al- 
tona customs authorities upon a cargo of wheat just 
arrived from India. 

“A oo" oe appeal wus at once made by the re- 
ceivers to the Imperial Chancellor, claiming pay- 
ment on the reduced treaty rate of 3 marks 50 pfen- 
nigs. This has now been answered by the Minister 
of Finance in favor of the receivers. Instractions 
have at the same time also been addressed to the 
various provincial customs authorities of the em- 
pire to the effect that the most-favored nation clause 
applies in its entirety to ail British colonies and de- 
pendencies.”’ 

Col. O’Brien said this was a most important 
subject, and he would like to ask the Hon. 
George E. Foster whether the question Was ac- 
ourate in its facts. ; 

The Hon. George E. Foster said Col. O’Brien 
had answered his own question. ‘There was @ 
clause in the treaty which conferred the same 
coucessions upon the colonies and dependencies 
of both contracting powers. 

The Hon. ©. H. Tupper, Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, says that the reason why Canada 
will not agree to a renewal of the modus vivendi 
in Bering Sea for another season is because it 
operated wholly in the interests of Americans, 

Yanada was the loser. To admit that pelagic 
sealing would resultin exterminating seal life 
would be to give up the main contention in the 
case, as far as Canada is concerned. 

Although pelagic sealing was stopped, and 
Americans and Canadiaus alike prevented from 
fishing in the deep sea, that would not prevent 
killing on the islands and shores around the 
islands, which would inure purely to the profit 
of the Americans. 

The Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, acting Minister 
of Customs, this afternoon introduced to the 
House of Commons a bill respecting wrecking 
and salvage. He said that the object of this act 
was to give United States wreckers the right to 
work in Canadian waters, and that those 
representing the United States Government had 
promised to concede similar rights to the Cana- 
dian wreckers in American waters. 


SALE OF A BOOK-CLOTH 
ae eee 
INTERLAKEN MILLS 
ENGLISHMEN. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 8.—The announce- 
ment was made to-day that the Interlaken Mills 
at Arkwright, near this city, had been trans- 
ferred to the big English syndicate organized as 
the Winterbottom Book-Cloth Company. The 
temporary office of the concern is at Manches- 
ter, England, and with the purchase of the In- 
terlaken plant it acquires control of the entire 
output of book cloth in the world, having ten 
factories in England, Germany, France, and 
America. The Interlaken Mills is the only con- 


cern manufacturing book cloth in this country 
at the present time, although there have been 
other factories in the United States. 

Negotiations for the purchase of the property 
have been in progress for about a year and @ 
half, and the final transfer has just been made, 
The Interlaken Company was capitalized at 
$800,000. The Directors are A. L. Ordway, 
Frederick C. Sayles, and E. C. Buoklin. 

President Ordway said to-day that exagger- 
ated stories had been circulated regarding the 
price paid for the plant, and, while he would 
not say just what the amount was, he said 
that the current rumor that $1,250,000 had 
been paid was incorrect. The company began 
the manufacture of book cloth about nine 
years ago and have not only used the product 
of the cotton mil] connected with the plant, but 
have been constant buyers of the product of 
other mills. In both the cotton and book cloth 
mills about 225 hands have been employed. 
President Ordway said that thea present man- 
agement will continue to own the mills.

The people of the Twelfth Ward, in Harlem, 
are having a fight among themselves, The loca- 
tion for a new schoolhouse is the bone of con- 
tention. To-day the Board of Education will be 
asked to pass upon the issue. A site was chosen 
for the new Twelfth Ward School some time 
ago by the Trustees on the north end of the 
block bounded by Lexington Avenue on the 
west, One Hundred and Twenty-first Street on 
the north, and Sylvan Place on theeast. It 
was to face on the Lexington Avenue frontage. 
The site is now occupied by alot of antiquated 
houses. 

On the northeast corner of One Hundred and 
Twenty-tirst Street and Sylvan Place the new 
Harlem Police Court and prison has been in 
course of erection for some time. When the op- 


posite corner was chosen as a site for a school, 
what appeared to be a powerful opposition 
sprang up. The cry was raised that it was too 
near the new police court and prison, and that 
the children attending the school, through its 
proximity to the criminal buildings, would seo 
things that would not be good for their young 
eyes. The petition that was put in circulation 
embodying this complaint received the sig- 
natures of many reputabie residents in the vi- 
cinity and of some clergymen, including the 
Rev. Dr. Joachim Elmendorf, pastor of the 
First Collegiate Reformed Church, one of the 
most influential congregations in Harlem. The 
church is just across One Hundred and Twenty- 
first Street from the proposed site. 

After this movement had got fairly started it 
was circulated, around that the men back of it 
were for the most part saloon keepers. They 
sawin the page mes A of the now Court House and 
prison a most fruitful fleld for operation in the 
future. It became known that many Harlem 
saloon keepers had already fastened their eyes 
on choice corners in the immediate vicinity of 
the new Court House and on some of the ground 
includedin the proposed school site. The ob- 
ject of their movement against the location of 
the new schoolhouse was readily found in the 
dead yet living law which forbids the sale of 
liquor within 600 feetof aschoolhouse. The 
saloon keepers feared that they mignt not be 
able to sell within GOO feetof the new Court 
House. 

When this state of affairs became known an 
opposing movement was started. The better 
class of peopleia the neighborhood thoughtit was 
better that the new schoolhouse should be next 
to the new Court House, than that the new 
Court House should become the centre fora 
nest of saloons. A petition was started to have 
the school building erected on the site chosen by 
the Trustees. It has been signed by hundreds 
of property owners and residents. ;

LIEUT. HETHERINGTON’S CASE, 


——f-——— 
HE WILL PROBABLY BE TRIED BY THE 
CONSULAR COURT OF JAPAN. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 8.—This afternoon 
Emlen Hewes, father of the wife of Lieut Heth- 
erington, arrived in this city from a Southern 
business trip, but he knew nothing more of the 
Yokohama tragedy than he had read in the 
newspapers. No member of the family has re- 
ceived a word from Mrs. Hetherington since the 
shooting. 

Ex-Secretary of State Bayard was asked to- 
night if he thought the killing of Robinson by 
Lieut. Hetherington would give rise to 
any international complications. He replied: 
“No, it is not an international ques- 
tion. It is a case for the Consular 
Court of Japan. In a capital case the 


United States Consul General and four asso- 
ciates, citizens of the United States, try the 
case. They must all five agree upon the ver- 
dict. If such an agreement is reached it must 
be approved by the Minister. 

“We have no Minister in Japan, butanappeal 
may be taken to the United States Circuit Court 
of California. This consular jurisdiction ap- 
plies to China, Japan, Siam, Egypt, and Mada- 
guscar.” 

He cited a number of cases similar to the one 
now ocoupying the attention of the public. 

‘If he is found guilty, where will his sentence 
be carried out?” 

** Well, he could be hanged in Japan.” 

* Could he be brought here and hanged? ” 

“That is a question [ am not prepared to 
answer, and one for after-consideration. I don’t 
suppose it will make much difference to him 
where he is hanged.” The President of the 
United States has the power to commute his 
sentence and even pardon him outright.” 

‘Where would he be imprisoned?” 

“Well, if they have a suitable pape in Japan, 
they could imprison him there. If not, the Pres- 
ident could order that he be brought hers and 
imprisoned.” 

George H. Bates was also asked if there was 
any danger of international complications aris- 
ing, and said: + 

“ Notin the least. The offense is committed 
in Japan, and if heis tried or acquitted as pro- 
vided by treaty, I don’t see where the action on 
the part of England would come in; no more 60 
than ifan Englishman were killed here and his 
assassin tried by our courts. There is no foreign 
intervention possible, 

“In Japan,” continued Mr. Bates, “there is 
what is called extra-territorial jurisdiction; 
that is, jurisdiction of our own ofticers out- 
side of the United States. We claim the right to 
try ourown citizens in those countries where 
our Government does not consider them entire- 
ly oivilized. We carry onin Japan what is 
called a Consular Court. itis held by the Con- 
sul General. 

‘The treaty with Japan provides that Ameri- 
cans committing offenses there shall be tried by 
the American Consular Court, and when guilty 
shall be punished according to American law. 


DuBUQUE, Iowa, March 8.—After interview- 
ing Secretaries Blaine and Tracy, Congress- 


man Henderson telegraphed last night: 
‘* Notwithstandin the recent treaty with 
Japan, Lieut. Hetherington will be tried 
by the American Consul at Yokohama.

Ex-Mayor Hetherington says he 
heartily approves his son’s course in shooting 
the English seducer, and is confident of his ac- 
quittal.

END OF THE NEW-ORLEANS STRIKE. 


AN ADJUSTMENT FAVORABLE TO THE 
LONGSHOREMEN. 


NEW-ORLUANS, March 8.—The labor trouble 
here is ended. Mayor Shakespeare took charge 
of the matter after the Stock Exchange meeting 
failed to adjust the trouble, and, promising the 
longshoremen justice if they would abide by his 
actions, he induced them to allow him to arbi- 
trate. Upon his advice both sides called meetings 
for to-day. The two longshoremen’s associations 
met at 8:30 o’clock in the morning, in response 


to the call issued by the Vice President, to talk 
matters over. During the proceedings a com- 
munication was received from a meeting of the 
ship agents and stevedores, who were in session 
in the rooms of the Maritime Association. <A 
delegation was appointed and headed by James 
E. Porter. They went to the Mayor’s parlors, 
sending a counter proposition to that of the 
stevedores and agents and awaiting their reply 
at the City Hall. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Capt. A. J. Miller, 
representing the stevedores and shipping 
agents, came to the City Hall, and the matter 
was talked over in private by him, the Mayor, 
and the labor delegation. Mayor Shakespeare 
forcibly urged upon both factions the necessity 
ofasettlement. Capt. Miller and Mr. Porter 
both showed a disposition to settle, and after 
earnest and careful discussion both sides 
made concessions and effected a com- 
promise. An agreement was drawn up 
providing that the longshoremen should be 

aid ona half-hour system; that is, that for 

ractional parts of an hour less than thirty min- 
utes, half an hour’s pay should be made, and for 
more than thirty minutes and less than an hour 
a full hour’s wages should be paid. With this 
exception, It was agreed that all matters should 
be as before the trouble. 

The document was signed by Capt. Miller and 
Mr. Porter and the strike was ended. The 
longehoremen went back:to work at 1 o’clook. 

The settlement is virtually a victorv for the 
longshoremen, as they retain their organiza- 
tion intact besides obtaining a more favorable 
setae of wages. There are 2,200 members of 
the white and colored associations, which divide 
the labor between them.

THE IOWA IRON WORKS HAVE THE 
CONTRACT FOR HER CONSTRUCTION. 


DvuBUQUE, Iowa, March 8.—The [owa Iron 
Works of this city have undertaken to build a 
boat onan entirely new plan, the object of 
which is to navigate the river and the ocean. 
It ia to be built after the style of what is called 
the Lucas plan, and will be the first of ite kind. 
It will have one bow and two sterns, each of 
which will have a rudder and screw, so that if 
one is disabled there will remain half the power 
to make port. 

The boat will carry an adjustable centreboard, 
whioh, it is thought, will answer the purpose of

A SPLIT IN THE PROHIBITION PARTY 
OF NORTH DAKOTA. 


GRAND Forks, N. D., March 8.—The State 
Convention of the National Prohibition Party 
forelecting delegates to the Presidential Conven- 
tion to be held in St. Louis, June 27, which con- 
vened in this city to-day, resulted in a split in 
the ranks, the members of the Farmers’ Alliance 
withdrawing. 

The Rey. E. E. Saunders, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, presided. After reading 
the call the Chairman announced that owing to 
alack of organization. throughout the State, 
the convention had been called as a mass 
convention, and that credentials of sitting 
delegates to seats would consist in sign- 
ing the declaration of principles declaring the 
prohibition of the manufacture, importation, 
and sale of intoxicating liquors the paramount 
issue before the American people and pledging 
support to the National Prohibition Party. This 
declaration all the Alliance men refused to sign. 
After fighting an hour in a vain endeavor to 
show what they were there for, the Alliance in- 
dependents withdrew. 

The committees was then appointed which, 
after adjournment, announced the delegates to 
the National Convention. The Alliance 
held a secret session of four hours, 
but will divulge nothing of the proceed- 
ings except the statement that the business 
es to a discussion of plans for the polit- 

cal campaign and the preparation of a call for 
the independent Alliance State Convention. The 
result of the Alliance bolt from tho Prohibition 
Convention will probably he that tho third party 
Prohibitionists will vote for such Republican 
candidates for State officers as are satisfactory 
to them personally, There will undoubtedly be 
four Presidential tickets in the field.

GATCH COUNTY OPTION 

PASSED BY THE SENATE, 

Des Morngs, Iowa, March 8.—The Iowa pro- 
hibition law was practically wiped out of exist- 
ence to-day. The State Senate this afternoon, 
by a vote of 27 to 22, adopted the Gateh bill, 
which allows county option, each community 
being given the right to settle the liquor ques- 
tion for itself by elections to take place not 
oftener than every five vears. 

The matter can be brought up on the petition 
of one-fifth of the legal voters. Three Repub- 
lican Senators this afternoon sided with a num- 
ber of Democrats in passing the bill. There is 
little doubt that the measure will receive the 
approval of Gov. Boies and become a statute. 

An acrimonious debate preceded the final roll 
call, the question at issue being as to where 
rests the political responsibility for the bill. 
The announcement of the vote was received 
quietly, but with signs of relief by the big audi-

The Massachusetts Prudential Order, an endow- 
ment concern, filed a voluntary petition in insolven- 
cy at Boston yesterday.

LEGAL WARFARE BEGUN ON KEN. 
TUCKY LOTTERIES. 


A SUIT INSTITUTED AGAINST THE FRANK- 
FORT LOTTERY COMPANY FOR VIO- 
LATION OF THE LAW AND THE CON- 
STITUTION OF THE STATE. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 8.—War on lotteries 
in Kentucky has at last been declared, and, un- 
jess the fight should prove a pretense, * gigs,” 
“saddies,” and “ horses” of the elusive policy 
drawing will in ashort time be only a reminis- 
cence. 

In the Law and Equity Court of Louisville 
this morning the State of Kentucky, through 
the Attorney General, filed suit against the 
Frankfort Lottery Company for violation of the 
statute and the Constitution. This lottery com- 
pany is the one that holds daily drawings of 
policy, and for which offices are conducted in 
New-York, St. Louis, Chicago, New-Orleans, and 
anywhere elee where they can be openly or sur- 
reptitiously run. In Louisville there are half a 
hundred offices, and these manage to get a good 
Bhare of the earnings of negroes and the poorer 
classes. 

While the Frankfort lottery, or * policy,” is 
pot as strong as the Louisiana, still it is power- 
ful, and is reaching into many and unexpected 
places. Two years ago the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky passed an act declaring forfeited the lot- 
tery charter. This was not, it was alleged, be- 
cause the Legislature wanted to kill the “* goose,” 
but becanse the public demanded some action. 


The lottery people ignored the law entirely. 
The new Constitution of the State, adopted 
eight months ago, forbids lotteries and gift en- 
terprisos, and deciares that no privileges shall be 
granted by the Legislature for such purposes, 
The lottery company ignored this constitution- 
a) provision. ately a clamor has gone up 
against the lottery, and it became necessary to 
do something. The suit filed to-day is the re- 
Bult. 

If this suit, which will no doubt last a 
long time, is successful, it will close the policy 
shops in New-York ard elsewhere. It has been 
caloulated that the profits to the owners of the 
lottery amount to about $500,000 a year. They 
oan afford to make a fight for this sum.

WANTED IN MEXICO. 


-_——_- —~<H -- ---- 
A FINE FIELD FOR LOAN AND 
GAGE COMPANIES. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 8.—The continued 
maintenance of the stringency in the money 
market is causing a renewed advocacy of the 
establishment here of loan and mortgage com- 
panies, andit is certain that such companies, 
organized with large capital, could doan im- 
mense and safe business and make excellent 
profits. The only company of the kind now in 
pperation here, an English concern, is doing a 
jarge business, but it is hampered by lack of 
bufficient capital The banks are charging 10 
per cent. per annum, and 1 pef cent. at some of 
them for renewals. Good mortgages now give 
10 and 12 per cent., while second-class mort- 
Eages pay from 14 to 18. 

Various causes combined have produced the 
tight money market. The low price of silver 
imposes on the Government the necessity of 
sending more silver abroad in payment of its in- 
terest, while a constant drain of silver is caused 
by railway and insurance companies’remittances 
to their home offices. 

The best feature of the present situation is 
the steady expansion of agriculture. More cap- 
{tal is going into coffee and other forms of agri- 
culture than formany years. Agricultural lands 
are advancing in price, and in some cases have 
quadrupled in value. The prospects for crops 
are good. ° 

_There is entire tranquillity politically, and the 
Government is making many economies which 
tend to strengthen public contidence in its finan- 
cial stability. Civil sorviee ideas are being in- 
troduced in all the departments under the influ- 
Buce of the President, and every department 
clerk is now expected to do a full day’s work. 
No idlers will be permitted in the Government 
service, while capable men will be promoted. 
This course is giving great satisfaction.

MANUFACTURERS SAY IT IS NECESSARY 
TO MEET COMPETITION. 


PITTSBURG, March 8.—The action of Moore- 
head & Co., owners of the Vesuvius Mills of 
Bharpsbure, in cutting the wages of their pud- 
alers from $5.50 to #5 per ton, caused surprise 
among manufacturers and workmen. It is 
looked upon as the opening wedge for a general 
reduction of the Amalgamated scale next.June. 
The Vesuvius is operated as a non-union mill, 
and the reduction was accepted without a 
struggle.

THE TWELFTH OF MARCH. 


AWAITING THE THREATENED HOLIDAY 
OF THE BRITISH COAL MINERS, 


LONDON, March 8.—Considerable uncertainty 
still prevails regarding the two weeks’ holiday 
which the miners proposed to take, beginning 
on Saturday next. It was the intention of the 
miners to stop work for two weeks, 80 as to 
so enhance the prices of coal that the mine own- 
ers would have no excuse for reducing wages, 
as they proposed to do. 

The officers of the two great miners’ associa- 
tions have become alarmed at the greatincrease 
ip the prices of coal that has occurred since the 
time for the holiday drew near. This increase 
has resulted in many manufacturers threaten- 
ing to close their factories, throwing thousands 
of hands out of work, rather than to pay the 
exorbitant prices demanded for fuel wherewith 
to run their machinery. So menacing has the 
situation become that the miners’ officials have 
telegraphed to the newspapers that the miners 
have no intention to take any action that will 
result injurlously to trade or to the public. 
They say that neither the miners sor the 
masters are responsible for the unwarranted 
prices that are now demanded, 

Since Saturday the panic in the large towns, 
arising from the anticipated shortage in the coal 
supply and the high price charged by the deal- 
ers, has gradually been subsiding. There has 
been no change in prices, but there is a tend- 
ency in the direction of lower values. Many 
British manufacturers have placed orders in 
Belgium for their coal supply, and the increased 
demandin that country has resulted in an in- 
crease of prices there. 

The Durham miners, who do not belong to the 
Miners’ Federation, are considering the advisa- 
bility of accepting a5 percent. reduction, and 
itis thought thatifthey accept the lower rate 
of wages other miners will follow their ex- 
ample. 

Mr. Parrott, a leading officer of the Miners’ 
Federation, said a few days ago, in discussing 
the plans of the miners, that the ordinary 
householder would not have to pay the differ- 
ence in the price of coal unless the middleman 
gets more than his share. This seems to have 
been the case, for the householders as well as 
others are forced to pay the advance. Mr. Par- 
rott added: “ We do not want to punish the 
public; there is no reason why we should. The 
people who should pay the difference are the 
coal owners’ principal customers, namely, the 
railway and the gas companies. Housekeeping 
consumers pay for their coal a price sufficiently 
high to remunerate both owners and miners, 
but the railway and gas companies get coal at 
their own prices. They are too strong for the 
coalowners. Buying coal on their terms, they 
put into the pockets of the shareholders money 
which should reward the mining trade. While 
these companies prosper, the colliery owners 
are going from bad to worse.” 

The 12th of March is eagerly awaited. Itis 
believed in many quarters that the movement 
of the miners will not be as formidable as at 
first threatened. 





THE CONGO FREE STATE, 
Rey Ta 
A REPORT THAT THE UNITED STATES OF- 
FERED TO PURCHASE IT. 


ANTWERP, March 8.—The Handelsblad says 
that the United States Government recently 
made an offer to the King of the Belgians to 
purchase the Congo Free State andto defray 
all the expenses incurred by Belgium in connec- 
tion with that country; also to pay an indemni- 
ty to Belgium. The paper adds that the King 
rejected the American Government's proposal. 
The statement receives no credence in official 
circles. 

The Congo River and I'ree State was consti- 
tuted and defined by the general act of the In- 
ternational Congo Conference of Berlin in 1885, 
and entered into treaties with all the great 
powers, by which its status as a sovereign 
power was recognized. At the same time the 
boundaries of the new State were settled. Its 
area is estimated at 2,700,000 kilos and its 
population at 41,000,000. 

There are twelve territorial divisions, the cap- 
ital being Boma. The central Government is 
at Brussels, and consists of the King of the Bel- 
gians, as Sovereign, and three departmental 
chiefs. On the Congo there isan Administra- 
tor General, under whom are several Eu- 
ropean Administrators of stations and dis- 
tricts. 

Among the chicf exports are rubber, ivory, 
coffee, nuts, and palm oil. Gold, copper, and 
other metals have been discovered. The army 
consists of 3,624 black men, commanded by 
European officers. The navy comprises five 
steamboats onthe Lower Congo and nine on 
the Upper Congo, besides a small flotilla.

MORE TROUBLE 


DANGEROUS STATE OF LAWLESSNESS IN 
FERGHANA. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 8.— Advices received 
here from Khokand, capital of the Government 
of Ferghana, in Asiatio Russia, show that a 
most dangerous state of lawlessness prevails 
throughout Ferghana. Brigands are plundering 
the inhabitants of the towns and villages, and 
highway robberies and deeds of violence are of 
frequent occurrence. The thieves do not hesi- 
tate to pillage the houses of the Russian of- 
ficials, ; 

Ferghana occupies an area of 27,936 square 
miles in Turkestan. It consists of the former 
Khanate of Khokand, bounded on the southeast 
by the Pamir tableland. The population is 
about 800,000. The present name of the Gov- 
ernment is an anciept one, restored after the 
Russian conquest of 1876. 

The Government has decided to establish im- 
mediately the Zemstov system in the Baltic 
provinces. The taxation and municipal systems 
will be reorganized.

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AUSTIN CORBIN LEFT OUT 


HE IS NO LONGER A NEW-YORE 
AND NEW-ENGLAND MAN. 


DROPPED FROM THE PRESIDENCY AND 
THE DIRECTORY AT THE ANNUAL 
MEETING OF SHAREHOLDERS IN 
BOSTON—PARSONS AS PRESIDENT. 


Boston, Mass., March 8.—The anti-Corbin party 
had things their own way inthe annual meeting of 
the shareholders of the New-York and New-Eng- 
land Railroad to-day. About 400 persons attended 
the meeting, but Mr. Corbin was not there. Ex-Gov. 
Howard of Connecticut presided. 

The Bostwick-Parsons-Starbuck-Prince alliance 
cast 171,500 votes out of a possible 233,000, and 
elected the following Directors: J. A. Bostwick, 
Thomas Rutter, Heury Hentz, John L.Macaulay, Sid- 
ney Dillon, Alexander E. Orr, Charles Parsons, Jr., 
C. B. Tedcastle, E. V. Cary, New-York; Eustace C. 
Fitz, Charles A. Prince, F. H. Prince, Boston; 
James Howard, Hartford, Conn.; George M. Lan- 
ders, New-Britain, Conn.; David 8, Plume, Water- 
bury, Conn.; B. F. Vaughn, Providence R. L.; Aretas 
Blood, Manchester, N. H., and Arthur Sewall, Bath, 
Me. 

Charles Parsons, Jr., C. B. Tedcastle, and Aretas 
Blood take the places of Austin Corbin, Charles 
Howard, and 8S. A. Carlton. Mr. Oorbin received 
the vote of eighty shares of stock. 

The Board of Directors subsequently elected 
Charles Parsons President, F. H. Prince of Boston 
First Vice President, Charles Parsons, Jr., Second 
Vice President, and J. A. Bostwick Chairmanof the 
Board of Directors. 

A resolution offered by C. A. Prince was adopted 
authorizing the issue of fiftty-year 5 per cent. bonds 
to an extent that may be authorized by law, secured 
by all the company’s franchises and property, the 
Directors to apply for the necessary legislation, and 
to dispose of the bonds for the company’s interest.

ASSISTANT SECRETARY CHANDLER'S 
CLEREK—CONGRESSIONAL INQUIRIES. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Before the Raum in- 
vestigation committees to-day Mr. Chandler, As 
sistant Secretary of the Interior, was the first 
witness.

vice upon it: ‘This claim ig drawn out of its turn 
for adjudication. When the call for status is 
answered it shall be returned to the files.’ ”

Mr. REED’s taunt of the Democratic ma- 
jority in the-House of Representatives on 
Monday that they’had obtained power by 
false pretenses is one that the party has 
brought upon itself as justly as unneces- 
sarily. Theconduct of the party in Con- 
gress and in this State is in open and 
flagitious defiance of professions, and is a 
faithlessness to opportunity that is almost 
without a parallel. The introduction of 
the bill repealing the Missouri Com- 
promise, following President Prirrcr’s 
pledge that during his Administration the 
country should receive no shock, was an 
act of similar recklessness, for which the 
party paid dearly. CLEVELAND’s Admin- 
istration in the Nation and the adminis- 
trations of Gov. Russe. in Massachusetts 
and Gov. Borrs in Iowa have shown the

extort money from retail dry goods mer- 
chants.” That is the real purpose of the 
bill introduced by Mr. WissiG. Its sub- 
stantive provisions are already complied 
with by merchants. All the rest is merely 
a device to put powers of effective black- 
mail into the hands of HILvL’s Factory In- 
spector. 





The manufacturers of enormous “ un- 
claimed estates” have heretofore procured 
scarcely any part of their raw material in 
France, but the recent revival of the in- 
dustry has led some of them to look to that 
country for a supply. The first finished 
product in the manufacture of which raw 
material from France has been used is a 
very attractive estate to which a distinct- 
ive name has yet 
but the heir to whom a 
of it has been offered is Mrs. .W. H. 
CONKLIN of Janesville, Wis. The value of 
it is $200,000,000. The vendors show that 
this snug property was left for distribution 
by Mrs. CONKLIN’s great-grandfather, and 
she is to have $5,000,000. The “ attor- 
neys” have been looking up the evidence 
and they tell her that the money will soon 
be in her hands. This estate has been man- 
ufactured on a new plan, which provides 
that there shall be only forty “ heirs” and 
the same number of equal shares. The 
“attorneys” appear to be philanthropists 
who take their pay in gratitude. 
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The disposition of Lord SALISBURY not 
to renew for the present year the Bering 
Sea agreement of 1891 seems to denote a 
mistaken policy, even for British interests; 
and there can be no doubt as to its dis- 
astrous bearings upon the seals, for whose 
protection both Governments have pro- 
Save for the recent amica- 
ble concurrence in the scheme of arbi- 
tration, the views attributed to Lord 
SALISBURY might make the Bering Sea 
controversy, which had been getting along 
very comfortably, once more acute. Itis re- 
ported that he proposes as an amendment 
of the presentYmodus vivendi an extensive 
closed zone around the Pribilof Islands; and 
this proposal relieves his action from any 
charge of direct unfriendliness. We are 
also entitled to assume that England has 
not presented this as an ultimatum, but 
has simply expressed her desire to change 
the form of the pending agreement. It is 
to be hoped that she will see her error on 
further consideration, and will be satisfied 
to revive the present arrangement, which 
worked very well last Summer. As for her 
suggested experiment, its first result would 
be a greater destruction of the seals.

TIME TO ACT, 

We venture to ask the easy-going gentle- 
men who have steadily insisted that there 
was no danger of a Free-Coinage bill pass- 
ing the present House of Representativés 
what they think of the prospect after Mon- 
day’s proceedings. Several things seem to 
us to have been made very clear by what 
happened on thatday. One is, that of the 
235 Democratic members of the House, 
there are barely 75 who are prepared now 
to vote against free coinage. Another is 
that of the 88 Republicans, there are nota 
dozen with manliness and decency enough 
to resist mischievous action on this subject 
by the House, if only the Democrats can be 
made to appear responsible forit. A third 
is that the whole strength of the organiza- 
tion of the House—the Speaker and the 
committees that he has selected—will be 
actively or passively at the disposal of the 
free-silver men. Now, it is perfectly evi- 
dent that, without the united and consist- 
ent opposition of the Republicans, the 
Bland bill cannot be defeated in the House, 
and that, unless the Republicans change 
their tactics, no such opposition can be 
counted on. The only possible hope of pre- 
venting what. would be at once a disaster 
and a disgrace is to bring to bear the force 
of public opinion upon both Democrats 
and Republicans, and to arouse a sufficient 
number of them to a sense of the danger 
they are courting. 

Whether that can orshall be done rests 
very largely with the business men and 
bankers of New-York City. It may bethat 
these gentlemen will continue to wrap 
themselves in the pleasing delusion that 
there cannot be much harm done,.so long 
as the Bland bill cannot become a law at 
this or the next session of Congress. That 
is very grave and dangerous error. 
Though the evils that would be entailed 
by the actual operation of the Bland bill 
cannot come upon us until it is a law, other 
evils of a most substantial character will 
surely follow its passage by the House. We 
confess that we are a little weary of point- 
ing them out to men who seem so inditfer- 
ent to them, and if the injury could be con- 
fined to the men who, if they chose to do 
so, could prevent it, we should be half in- 
clined to let them suffer the consequences 
of their own idleness and dullness. But 
that, unfortunately, cannot be. On the 
contrary, the injury will fall more heavily 
on those who can least] afford to bear it 
and who are least able to resist it. But 
those who can resist it and can probably 
prevent it will not escape. If these can 
only be brought to see the situation that 
confronts them, it is not yet too late for 
them to act. 

What we have to dread is a national cam- 
paign on the issue of free coinage. It is 
probable that that campaign would end in 
the defeat of free coinage. It is, indeed, as 
certain as anything in politics can be, but 
it is not perfectly certain. With ten millions 
of voters very evenly divided between the 





two great parties, there is always a 





tinct margin of doubt. The election of 
1884 was decided by less than 600 voters 
in the State of New-York. The election 
this year may be decided by as few. In 
any case the possibility of a disastrous de- 
cision cannot be denied, and cannot be put 
aside until the votes are counted and the re- 
sult is announced. If the Silver bill passes 
the House by the 1st of April, we shall have 
some seven or eight months in which it will 
be the one factorin the politics of the United 
States, more than half a year of the most 
consuming anxiety, doubt, disurbance, and 
excitement. During that period the finan- 
cial affairs not only of the Government, 
but of the whole people, will be enveloped 
in harassing uncertainty. Enterprise will 
be checked, capital will be alarmed, the 
demand for labor will be reduced to the 
lowest point, consumption will be lessened, 
trade both domostic and foreign will be 
restricted, No one can measure the loss 
thus inflicted, and for the great mass of 
the people it will be a loss that can never 
be madeup. The wages uncarned in those 
eight months will never be earned. The 
profits that might be made, especially in 
the retail trade, will never be made. It 
will be for the country like a long period 
of exhausting sickness, with no security of 
recovery at its close. 

We repeat thatit isin the power of the 
business men of New-York, with their inti- 
mate relations with all parts of the coun- 
try, to organize a direct expression of pub- 
lic opinion that may bring the members of 
the House to their senses. The two things 
that it is necessary to do are: 1. To con- 
vince the Republicans that they cannot, 
without inviting the contempt of the de- 
cent men of their own party, refrain from 
opposing free coinage at every step. 2. To 
the Democrats from the States 
where the opinion of business men is con- 
trolling that they must save their party 
from free coinage or the party will be re- 
turned to obscurity for another generation. 
That can be done if the real sentiment of 
the people can be given adequate expres- 
sion. 
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MUCH BEERS AND NOT 

ENOUGH BANTA? 

We invite President McCAaLt of the New- 
York Life Insurance Company to examine 
with some care the advertisements of the 
business and condition of his company 
published in the Detroit Tribune of Satur- 
day, March 5. 

These advertisements and “ reading 
notices” appear to have been inserted in 
that issue of the 7ribune by the manager of 
the New-York Life agency in Detroit and 
at his expense. Mr. Moore seems to have 
“hired” that issue of our Detroit con- 
temporary as a circus agent would hire bill 
boards or a mile of fence for his posters. 
He occupies one entire page with “ read- 
ing matter” and an advertisement, and 
takes possession of the editorial col- 
umns of the paper to commend to its read- 
ers the views and statements he has caused 
it to publish elsewhere for pay. 

We will try to make it plain why we 
think President McCaLu will find it worth 
while to inspect the original and selected 
matter which his agent in Detroit is pub- 
lishing to the world at so much a line. 

In the first column of Mr. Moorn’s read- 
ing notice we found the following opinion: 

“President Beers is well along in yoars, but 
while he lives and wishes it, he should remain 
President of the company. * * * Certainly it 
is best for the policy holders’ interest of the 


New-York Life to retain Mr. BERS as President 
of the company.” 

Mr. Brerers resigned the Presidency of 
the New-York Life on Feb. 8, the resigna- 
tion took effect on the 10th, and on the 
12th Mr. Jown A. McCay was elected 
and installed as his successor. On March 5 
Mr. C. W. Moore spends money to adver- 
tise in Detroit the opinion that Mr. Berrs 
should be retained as President! The opin- 
ion appears to be borrowed from an insur- 
ance sheet in the pay of Brrrs, but in 
using it as advertising matter Mr. MoorE 
obviously makes it his owh opinion. 

But further on we find this sentiment in 
Mr. Moore’s original contribution to the 
composite reading notice: 

“Mr. BEERS’s resignation was entirely volun- 
tary on his part. Thore was no necessity for 
the resignation. * * * The retention of Mr. 
BEERS Was a great stroke of policy. It would 
have been suicidal to the best interests of all 
the members to have let Mr. Brers sever his 
connection with the New-York Life. * * * 
The value of his advice to the company as an 
advisor cannot be estimated in dollars and 
cents, Furthermore, by retaining Mr. BEERS in 
the company it has‘cemented the agency power of 
the company and prevented the outbreak that 
was sure tocome had he not been retained.” 


Mr. Moore publishes discordant opin- 
ions of Mr. SHANNON’S report. From one 
insurance journal he takes the following 
extract: 


“Tn all the report we find no mention of Tur 
NeEw-YorK Times, of all that paper’s charges of 
‘fraud,’ ‘bribery,’ and ‘perjury,’ and almost 
everything else that was'bad, against President 
BEERS. * * * Thusis the wind taken out of 
that defamatory sheet, and Mr. Banta had 
abundant opportunity to prove all of his alleged 
charges, but nary a thing did he prove.” 


But from another insurance journal, also 
friendly tothe Beers interest, this quotation 
appears, the opinion expressed being cred- 
ited to “‘a prominent Philadelphia mer- 
chant”:

Judge Maynarp, if in- 
justice were done him by the evidence and 
by the public belief founded on that evi- 
dence, should scarcely haye waited for 
the Bar Association to act of its own 
somewhat sluggish Hoe should 
have demanded the inquiry that he felt 
sure would result in his vindication, as 
CHARLES O’CONOR once demanded it of 
the same professional association, when 
the injury that had been done to his repu- 
tation was very slight and trivial com- 
pared to the injury that has already been 
done to the reputation of Judge MAYNARD. 
Mr. O’ConorR was not accused of any of- 
fense legally triable or cognizable by any 
other court than oue of honor, whereas 
Judge MAYNARD is accused of having vio- 
lated several sections of the Penal Code of 
the State of the highest court of which 
he has now been made a Judge, and made 
a Judge, as there is reason to believe, for 
the very unlawful act which so conspicu- 
ously untits him to be a Judge. 

That Judge MAYNARD should fail to wel- 
come an impartial investigation or fear to 
abide by the result of it, preferring to re- 
tain the Judgeship in quiet and to accept 
with it the present popular estimation of 
his acts, would of itself prove that as a

man not solicitous about his good name he 
was not fit to be a Judge. 
ble that he should regard as a friend any 
man who attempted to obstruct such an 
investigation. It is a discouraging fact 
that three lawyers who professed to be his 
and one of whom has recently 
been in professional relations 
with him, in respect to the 
action complained of, should have endeav- 
ored to prevent an investigation which, if 
Judge MAYNARD has a gufficient answer to 
the charge against him, would vindicate 
him and the court of which he is a member. 
By opposing an investigation they put the 
Judge whose friends they profess to be 
in the same position before the bar and the 
people in which MacauLay has presented 
to posterity an unjust Judge in India who 
“sat down rich, infamous, and contented.” 

Neither the Bar Association nor the pub- 
lic can fairly make any presumption injuri- 
ous to Judge MayNarp from the indiscre- 
tion of his friends. But both the bar and 
the public must accept the judicial and 
dispassionate speech of Mr. CARTER and 
the judicial and dispassionate resolution 
which the speech introduced, as setting 
forth the requirements of the case. If there 
ever was such, this is a case for investiga- 
tion. The suggestion that there is any po- 
litical animus in a demand for maintaining 
the dignity of the judicial oflice and the 
standard of professional honor is unworthy 
and unfounded. Asamatter of fact the 
lawyers who have demanded investigation, 
and who so far outnumbered those who 
resisted the demand, are of both parties, 
and are much better known as lawyers 
than as politicians. Whatever may be the 
result to Judge MAYNARD of the inquiry 
that has been ordered, it will have the 
effect of relieving the Bar Association from 
the imputation of acquiescing in a state of 
things which “impairs the usefulness of a 
Judge and tends to discredit the adminis- 
tration of justice.”

SOMETHING GAINED. 

The vigorous and almost unanimous pro- 
test of the newspapers of the State against 
the almost unanimous willingness of the 
Legislature to give away for nothing and 
forever the valuable franchises covered by 
the Bridge bill and the Cross-town Ele- 
vated Railroad bill have accomplished 
something. Gov. FLOWER may say what 
he pleases about an ‘‘hysterical press.” It 
will remain doubtful, in view of his pre- 
vious conduct, whether he would have 
found courage to oppose in any degree the 
monstrous demands of the party bosses 
standing behind these bills and urging 
their enactment if the press had not in- 
structed him and prodded him with ener- 
getic persistence. Certain it is that his 
message sent to the Legislature day before 
yesterday is the first formal official expres- 
sion since he took office that has given any 
sign of his independence of the will of the 
men who constitute the machine in the 
Democratic Party. But he hasin this in- 
stance diminished the completeness of 
their intended wrong, and for so much 
service he merits a measure of gratitude 
which would be larger if he had done more. 

On account of his insistence the Elevated 
Railway bill has been amended in the fol- 
lowing particulars: The corporation is 
made amenable to the general State and 
city tax laws, and is brought under the 
provisions of the general laws regulating 
corporations, and the structure of the pro- 
posed elevated railroad is made liable to 
taxation like other similar structures, The 
amendments to the Bridge bill provide for 
a corporation formed under the general 
laws and liable to taxation; the things 
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which may justify an extension of the time 
for completing the construction are more 
detinitely restricted; while the bridge 
or bridges are to be exempt frum taxa- 
tion always, as in the original bill, the cor- 
poration is to be exempt only for ten years 
after the opening of either bridge to public 
use, and not so long in case the average 
gross earnings of either bridge shall exceed 
$3,000 a day for six consecutive months; 
land or lands acquired by the corporation 
for any purposes whatever are to be sub- 
ject to taxation; any elevated road owned, 
controlled, managed, or operated by the 
bridge corporation, in either New-York or 
Brooklyn, is also to be subject to taxation; 
whenever the gross earnings of the cor- 
poration from its bridges, their approaches 
or connecting railways shall, during any 
period of six months, exceed an average of 
$4,000 daily, then the corporations must 
begin paying to the cities in which the 
bridges, approaches, or railways are, or to 
which they extend, an aggregate of 1 per 
cent, of their gross income, and an addi- 
tional annual payment of 1 per cent. shall 
be made for each multiple of $4,000 per 
day of gross earnings, these payments to 
be in addition to taxes and to be made un- 
der penalty of forfeiture of the franchise 
for failure in this particular. 

All these amendments, as far as they go, 
are just and in accord with sound prin- 
ciples. They assure to the State and to 
the people of the municipalities concerned 
a return for losses sustained and privileges 
granted, proportioned in the case of the 
cities to the success of the undertaking as 
a business venture, But nothing has been 
added to the bill for the protection of own- 
ers of property damaged by the erection or 
operation of the corporation’s structures. 
The franchise is not to be offered at public 
sale to the highest bidder, as provided for 
inthe Cantor act; there are no new pro- 
visions with regard to the character of the 
structures or the conditions under which 
they shall be overated, or limiting the fares 


to be levied upon the public; nor do tho. 


cities chiefly concerned obtain any authority 
of regulation in the premises. Gov. FLOWER 
has no favorable opinion of the Cantor act, 
but however true it may bethatit has not 
accomplished all that was hoped for, the prin- 
ciple upon which the actis based is a sound 
one, and itis not to be assumed that it is 
impracticable to strengthen it in a manner 
that will baffle the schemers who plot to 
circumvent its practical usefulness. 
petual and inviting fraychises, 
these are, ought to be open to be secured by 
those who will pay the most for them, with- 
out remission of any of the conditions that 
were yesterday attached. 

But it is a great point gained for the pub- 
lic that the feature of perpetual exemption 
from all kinds of taxation and all manner 
of recompense tothe people for the rights 
conferred is done,away with. An income 
like that derived by the City of Paris from 
its franchises, which excites the admiration 
of the Governor, is not to be secured for 
New-York or any other city by franchises 
given in perpetuity without consideration. 
It can only be secured here, as it is secured 
there, by conservative prudence in the 
granting and management of those rights 
which may become a source of income. 

The principles which the Governor has 
required to be recognized in the bills that 
were yesterday remodeled are applicable 
also to the Huckleberry Road bill, whichis 
stillin the Senate. This is probably a more 
corrupt measure than the others. Its 
friends profess confidence that it will be- 
come a law without amendment. It does 
not seem possible that the Governor will 
suffer this to happen. He knows now that 
he has the power to check and prevent 
vicious legislation. The people will expect 
him to use it courageously and to good 
purpose, 
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JAY GOULD AND HIS “ PASTOR.” 

It is gratifying that one clergyman in 
New-York should have spoken out about a 
meeting of a “ churchextension” socioty in 
Jay GouLp’s house. It is not gratifying 
that Jay GouULD’s own “ pastor” should re- 
tort by opining that Jay GOULD is no worse 
than other men in Wall Street. This is as 
much as to say that Wall Street men gen- 
erally would be in prison if they had not 
managed to evade justice, because no- 
body has ever doubted what was the 
nature of the offense by which Jay GouLD 
laid the foundation of his fortune, and for 
which he was induced to make restitution 
to the Erie Road to the extent of eight 
millions. 

Unfortunately there is only one view 
possible to be taken of the munisters 
who have been toadying to him. But 
the psychological question, what view is 
to be taken of GOULD’s action in propiti- 
ating the Church, is of considerable in- 
terest. The notion that he is trying to 
conciliate public opinion and get into ‘‘so- 
ciety” is commonly advocated, but to us it 
seems a great delusion. By so doing he 
would be belying the tenor of a singularly 
consistent life. He has not been a hypo- 
crite, and this is a redeeming point with 
him. He could have bought his way into 
“society” twenty years ago if that had 
been his intention, and long before this 
time been regarded as a public benefactor, 
if he had not been content to be regarded 
as an impenitent thief. It is certainly not 
to rehabilitate himself in public estimation 
that he is cultivating the Presbyterian 
Church at this late day. 

Whether it be his desire to please mem- 
bers of his own family, as his “pastor” 
suggests, or whether he is merely giving 
way to the monastic tastes shown by his 
great exemplar when in feeble health, his 
interest in religion is curious, though not 
in the least edifying.

NEW-JERSEY ELECTIONS.

THE RETURNS ARE TOO MEAGRE TO 
INDICATE WHICH PARTY WON. 


ELIZABETH, N,. J., March 8.—The returns from 
the townships elections in Union County aro 
coming in slowly. The Republicans swept 
the Democratic Township of New-Provi- 
dence by 61 majority, electing Badgley 
(Rep.) Freeholder, while the Democrats offset 
this by carrying the Republican Township of 
Clark by eight majority for Halliday, Freehold- 
er. The Democrats win in Summit and Clark 
Townships, and the Republicans appear 
to have carried Linden, Fanwood, West- 
field, Springfield, and New-Providence. 
Cranford and Union are in doubt. The Re- 
publicans must gain in both to have a majority 
in the new board and save their office holders. 
The indications, however, are that Union has 
gone Democratic. This would give that party 
control of the new board by 2 majority. 

Mount HOLLY, N. J., March 8.—The Demo- 
crats carried Burlington County to-day by a 
large majority, but it looks now as though 
the Kepublican candidates may get the 
ollices, The entire county is in a 
state of oxcitement. Under the State law, itis 
claimed, not a single legal ballot was oast for a 
Democratic nominee. the Lemocratic ballots 
were not printed according to law. ‘The 
trouble seems to have arisen through a 
misunderstanding. When the law was passed 
three years ago it was so framed that it did not 
apply to township elections. During the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature the law was so 
amended that it applied to every election in the 
State, whether general, county, or local. 

ATLANTIC City, N. J., March 8.—At the mu- 
nicipal election here to-day indications point to 
the election of the entire Republican ticket, 
with the probable exception of Assessor ana 
Collector. The fight between Stroud (Kep.) and 
Wright (Dem.) for Mayor will be close.

ADVOCATED BOTH IN AUSTRIA AND 
HUNGARY. 


Vienna, March 8.—Dr. E. Steinbach, Austrian 
Minister of Finance, in welcoming the members 
of the Commission on Currency Reform, said 
that, besides the question of the resumption of 
specie payments, the commission was to con- 
sider other important and difficult currency 
questions that have arisen in consequence of 
the far-reaching change in the firm ratio of 
value which had so long existea between gold 
and silver. The change had had a most sweep- 
ing effect upon the Austro-Hungarian ratio of 
values. This change could not, therefore, be 
omitted in the future regulation of the currency. 

Herr Bauer, Director of the Vienna Banking 
Association, and Herr Benedikt, editor of the 
Neue Freie Presse, members of the Currency Re- 
form Commission, spoke in favor of a gold 
standard with a temporary continuance of sik 
ver currency to the extent of 100,000 florins. 

In Pesth to-day the Hungarian commission 
of twenty-one currency experts met Finance 
Minister Wekerle, and concurred in the adop 
tion of a gold standard. While it was admitted 
that silver ought to be accorded an important 
place in the new system, there was a difference 
of opinion as to how far that metal should be 
employed, the amount of circulation suggested 
varying from 120,000,000 to 150,000,000 florins

“The recent revolution in the party management 
in this State, by which the old Tildon and Manning 
qaachine was entirely overthrown and a Murphy 
sachine substituted in control, was eifected by ap- 

lication of the alleged principle that a convention

The doo- 
trive goes even further than this, and the State Com- 
miited has arrogated to itself the right to decide, in 
making up the roll of the convention, that any par- 
ticular body of men claiming torepresent the imajor- 
ity ot the voters in their district do s0 represent 
them, and should be seated instead of the delegates 
properiy certified by the County or District Commit- 
1ce. 

“Chere was a very large number of these contests 
at the last State Convention, andin every case the 
Full faction were placed onthe roll by the State 
Committee, and of course the resulting Committee 
ou Contested Seats aflirmed the decision. Many of 
the contesting delegations thus seated did not come 
from primary elections at ail They did not, in fact, 
represent anything like a majority of the vote. They 
represented primaries Called together by persons 
having no official position in the party at all, but in- 
stigated by Messrs. Hill and Murphy, who informed 
them that they would be recognized. Thus, in the 
Yourth District of Albany County a faction called 
the Garside faction, existing only in the City of 
Cohoes, paid no attention to the regular primaries, 
but held self-callied primaries and sent a contesting 
dolegation. The State Committee gave them two 
out of the three seats and the regular delegates only 
one A precisely similar result was attained in 
Oayuga County. The cases of Erie, Oswego, and 
qwany other counties were notorious, 

“The effect of this action was to throw, in a large 
number of counties, the regular organization of the 
party into a position of irregularity and puta minor- 
ity of oflice holders and their satellites into the 
position of regularity. The result, if it had not been 
Jor Mr. Clevelanil, would have been & tremendous 
defection in the vote all through the State. The men 
thrown out of position were determined at the begin- 
ning of the campaign to revenge themselves on the 
ticket, but they looked to Cleveland as the anti-Hill 
leader in the State, and when he said ‘Vote the 
ticket,’ they voted it. 

“Having all voted the ticket, it may be that they 
cannot now attack the regularity of the State Com- 
mittee which was formed by that convention. But 
the State Committee cannot contest the general 
proposition that, in deciding between contesting 
delegations from the State of New-York, a conven- 
tion or a com making up the roll of a con- 
vention is not confined to the question ‘Which 
represents primaries called by the State or County 
Committee?’ but may go behind the formalities to 
ascertain which represents the majority of the 
voters. 

“There are also precedents from National Conven- 
tions in deciding contests — from this State. 
The firet of these contests was in 1848, when the 
regulars, or Hunkers, were opposed by the bolit- 
ers, or Barn Burners. The bolt was begun in this 
way: The party was very much divided in feeling 
over the Wilmot proviso. David Dudley Fiold, rep- 
resenting the Barn Burners or sapporters of the pro- 
viso, moved 43 an amendment to the report of the 
Committee on KHesolutions in the New-York 
State Convention a resolution to that effect. 
Another delegate got up and moved the 
previous question, which the Chairman put 
aod then ruled that this excluded the 
amendment from consideration. He put the resolu- 
tions to a vote and declared them adopted. Mr. 
Field, with Van Buren, Tilden, and the other Barn 
Burners, withdrew from _ the convention and called 
another, which assembled 4 few months later and 
elected a full delegation. The National Convention 
offered each de tion half the seats of the State. 
Both factions need this offer,and the State was 
not represented at allin the convention of that year. 

“These factions having been reconciled, a new 
split ovourred in 1863. In that year the Ohairman 
of the State Committees bolted and called a separate 
convention from that held by the committee, The 
two factions were known as the ‘hards’ and tho 
‘softs,’ the ‘eofte’ representing a majority of the 
committee. The ‘sotte’ aleo represented a vast ma 
jority of the party in the State. In 1854 the two 
factions nominated s¢ te State tickets. Tho 
*hards’ lied about $0,000 votes, resulting in the 
defeat of Horatio Seymour, the ‘soft’ candidate, by 
about 1,000 plurality, In_ 1856 both factions 
sent delegates to the National Convention. 
The ‘softs’ supported Stephen A. Doug- 
las and the ‘harmis’ were opposed to him, 
‘This contest occupied most of the time of the conven- 
tion, and the discussion in committee and otherwise 
occupied two or three eae. The meajeriey of the 
Committee on Contested Seats reporte that the 
‘softs’ were the regulars, (ag they undoubtedly 
were,) but that the ‘hards’ were an crpapened body 
of Democrats, and therefore were entitled to a repre- 
sentation in the convention in pro nm to their 
numbers, and recommended that they should be 
given twenty-two of the seats. 

“The minority of the committee reported that, as 
far ae they could make ont, one faction was as regu- 
lar oo other, and reported that the seats should be 
divi equally between thetwo. This report was 
ad , A ~ peg test vote going en- 
tirely on factional lines, the Douglas men voting for 
the report of the majority of the committee. The 
question came up again in 1880, when the Tammany 
men, having bolted and thereby defeated the regular 
Btate ticketin 1579, had been excluded from the 
State Convention. They held a separate convention

THE “HILL” BOOM IN OHIO.

IT HAS DROPPED OUT OF SIGHT SINCE 
THE NEW-YORK ELECTIONS. 


CoL_uMbBus, Ohio, March 8.—As a political 
factor no public man ever dropped so complete- 
ly out of mind in this State as has Mr. Hill of 
New-York. All doubts have been removed as to 
his availability as a candidate by the recent 
local elections in the State of midwinter con- 
ventions. At first the Hill men were disposed 
to say thatlocal dissensione were the causes, 
and that in no way could the defeat be charged 
to the revolt against Mr. Hill and his peculiar 
methods of stealing the Senate. As later re- 
turns were received and the sweep became more 
apparent, those Democrats that were in doubt 
at once dropped out of the Hill line and con- 


ceded that to nominate a candidate that had 
been 80 emphatically repudiated at the polls 
would be suicidal 

As the recent elections are discussed tho 
stronger grows the opposition to Mr. Hill, and 
the stronger the sentiinent that Mr. Cleveland 
is the logical candidate of the Democracy if it 
hopes to be successful in the Presidential con- 
test. John G. Dun, President of the Thur- 
man Club, a strong political organization in this 
city, has this to say in regard to the defunct 
Hill boom so called: 

“If there was ever any sentiment in favor of 
the New-York Senator as a Presidential candl- 
date, it has been completely snufted out by the 
result of the recent elections in the Empire 
State. Those elections clearly demonstrated 
the fact that when the question of indorsiug 
political methods of a questionable character 
is raised, the people will not sanction 
the course of those leaders of the party 
engaged in such work. The voice of the 
voters in a portion of New-York is of 
such an emphatic character that it cannot be 
ignored or passed by as a matter of little con- 
cern or small moment. I see in the elections 
recently held a warning that it will be well to 
heed if we are to hope for the success of the 

arty in the coming struggle for the Presidency. 

t is well that the country now knows the 
opinions of the voters of New-York, and if the 
convention makes the mistake of nominating 
Mr. Hill, it will do so with the warning 
before it; but I do not anticipate that 
Mr. Hill will be at all formidable by the 
time the National Convention assembles. 
If the change of sentiment noticeable in Ohio 
holds good in other States in the West, and Iam 
of opinion that it does, the New-York Senator 
will have but a small following, and if but half 
of the reports are to be relied on, be will not be 
able to hold his own midwinter delegates after 
the first ballot. There was a probability that 
there would be some Hill delegates from this 
State, but it is now - 4 belief that he will not 
have any, and that the Onio delegation will 
either go to the convention uninstructed or for 
Mr. Cleveland.”

The poorest people will, of course, 
suffer most, and the men of means, who always 
profit by all the distresses of those who have no 
means, will grow richer by the calamities that 
a depreciated currency, whether it be of silver 
or paper, brings upon the country. Yes, I shall 
hoard gold.”

DIRECTORS REDUCE THE DIVIDEND

THIRD UNIVERSALIST SOCIETY 

VOTES ONCE MORE TO MOVE. 


The members or the Third Universalist Society 
of West Eleventh Street met again last night to 
consider the question of moving uptown. Ata 
meeting several weeks ago the church decided 
to move up town and to erect a church on 
Eighty-first Street. At the time, however, more 
votes were cast than there were voters present, 
and, although these votes in excess were blank, 
the Trustees feared that some legal complica- 
tions might arise on this account. 

So another meeting was called for last evon- 
ing and the samo action was taken again, but 
not before the congregation and the pastor, the 
Rey. Dr. E. C. Bolles, became very angry. The 
cause of all the trouble was W. L. Ormsby, Jr., 
who is bitterly opposed to the moving of the 
church. He arose and made a long speech, and 
rather savagely attacked the pastor without 
mentioning names. 

Mr. Ormsby said: ‘One of the reasons they 
give for moving up town is that Universalism is 
dead in West Eleventh Street. It isn’t any 
deader in West Eleventh Street than itis up 
town.” Continuing he said that Dr. Bolles’s 
salary was made up by the rich members of the 
church, and ho added, “One of them said that 
the morfey he gave was given for Dr. Bolles, and 
he did not givea eanap of hiftinger for the Third 
Universalist Church.” 

When Mr. Ormsby had said this, Dr. Bolles 
jumped to his feet and called out, ** I would like 
Mr. Ormsby to give me the name of that person 
that that lie may bo nailed right here.” 

Ormsby refused to give the name and con- 
tinued his remarks, which again brought Dr. 
Bolles to his feet. Ormsby continued, however, 
and at last, when he saw that everybody was 
against him, he sat down with his speech un- 
finished.

IMPORTANT AMENDMENT TO THE 
BY-LAWS ADOPTED. 


The Republican General Committee of Kings 
County met in the Criterion Theatre last night 
and did considerable talking. An amendpvent 
to a section of the by-laws and appointing dis- 
trict Captains was adopted, and the representa- 
tion in the new wards caused a long discussion. 

An amendment to Section 12 of the by-laws 
was offered. It empowers the President of 
each ward association, acting in conjunction 
with the executive member of the ward's dele- 


gation to the General Committee, to appoint, 
on or before the first Monday ‘of April in each 
year, a district Captain for each election dis- 
trict in his ward, the aqpeinses to be a resident 
of the district in which he is appointed, It 
will be the COaptains’ duty from time to 
time to revise a roll of all voters in 
the districts. Each Oaptain shall appoint 
his own assistants, who must also be approved 
by the President and executive member of the 
ward organization. Each district Captain will 
have power to appoint or remove the clerks, In- 
spectors, watchers, challengers, and custodians 
at the election booths. The Captain must make 
areport ateach gtated meeting of the ward 
organization in which the district {s situated. 

The Committee on Reorganization offered the 
amendment, and, although Franklin Woodruff 
opposed ite adoption, the motion to adopt was 
carried by a two-thirds vote. 

A Committee on Naturalization was mpeee 
ed. The question as to the representatives of 
the subdivided Eighteenth’ Ward caused a dis- 
cussion that lasted well into the night. The 
ward has been divided into the Eighteenth, 
Twenty-seventh, and Twenty-cighth Wards.

AGAINST OLEOMARGARINE. 

The New-York Mercantile Exchange has 
adopted aresolution asking for an appropria- 
tion by the Legislature of at least $100,000 to 
enforce the dairy laws this year. Under lato 
decisions of the courts it has become dificult 
to enforce the dairy laws and to get proper evi- 
dence as to the illicit sale of oleomargarine. 

A resolution has been adopted protesting 
against Assembly bills Nos. 504 and 892, as by 
their provisions the Dairy Commission would 
be prevented from obtaining evidence neoces- 
sary to convict on ang of hotels, restaurants, 
ond boarding houses of giving their patrons 
oleomargarine and of using the substitute for 
butter in cooking. 

The Exchange also protests against Assembly 
bill No. 943, amending the dairy laws of 1885, as 
it would permit the unrestricted manufacture 
and sale of oleomargarine to the great detri- 
ment of pure butter and of the dairy interests 
of this State. 


MRS. BETTS VISITS HER HUSBAND. 

Mrs. Henry L. Betts, formerly of Brooklyn, 
but more recently of Yankton, 8 D., where 
she has resided the past year, visited her hus- 
band, Henry L. Betts, at White Plains prison 
yesterday afternoon, and was accorded an in- 
terview with him in the private office of Sheriff 
Duffy. Mra. Betts was escorted by a gentleman, 
whom she introduced as her legal adviser. 
Betts, upon Wing apprised of bis wife’s desire 
to see him, consented to meet her and was 
taken into the Sheriffs office, where he talked 
with his wife for nearly an hour. Upon separat- 
ing Mrs. Betts walked to the jail door, where 
she kissed her husband as he threw his arms 
around her neck.

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FREEDOM OF WORSHIP BILL

IT WILL BE REPORTED TO THE 
SENATE FAVORABLY. 


THE KIND OF MEASURE THE JUDI- 
CIARY COMMITTEE WILL RECOM- 
MEND—PROCEERDINGS OF THE HEAR- 
ING YESTERDAY. 


ALBANY, March 8.—One of the most interest- 
ing hearings of the session was given this after- 
noon by the Senate Judiciary Committee upon 
what is known as the Freedom of Worship bill, 
for which Senator Cantor (Dem., New-York,) 
stands sponsor, and which might more properly 
be catlod ‘a bill for the promotion of sectarian 
religious instruction.” It provides that inmates 
of institutions which receive money from the 
State shall be allowed whatever form of wor- 
ship they please, and appoints the Attorney 
General, the President of the Board of State 
Charities, and the Superintendent of State Pris- 
ons as a board to oversee the workings of the 
act. 

A number of well-known men who are inter- 
ested in the work of the reformatories had come 
up in opposition to the bill Among them were 
B. C. Wetmore and Evert J. Wendell, repre- 
senting tho Randall’s Island House of Refuge; 
John J, Chapman, representing the New-York 
Honse of Mercy; T. G. Strong of the New-York 
Juvenile Asylum, and the Rev. Dr. J. M. King 
of the Evangelical Alliance. There were also 
present the Rev. Dr. McLeod, Matthew Hale, 
and R. L, Banks of Albany, and the Hon. R. EF. 
Prime of Yonkers, besides a number of women. 

Dr. King gave a brief history of the many at- 
tempts since 1883 to enact a so-called Freedom 
of Worship bill, and then proceeded to pick 
flaws in the measure under discussion. He said 
that this bill contained more dangerous pro- 
visions than usual. [t made three State officers 
judges of religious worship and masters of the 
Boards of Trustees of benevolent institutions. 
It provided that disobedience to these men 
should bea misdemeanor. It provided practi- 
cally foras many chaplains as there are relig- 
ious denominations and for their payment. A 
multiplicity of State religions was established 
and the penal institutions of the State would be 
filled with proselytes. It would take moral in- 
struction away from the managers, and thereby 
render reform almost imporsible. 

Theron G. Strong thought that if the bill had 
ever had any value it would have goton the 
statute books long ago. The Juvenile Asylum 
had an experience of more than forty yeara in 
non-sectarian instruction, and had found that 
that method had worked with entire success. 
No complaint had ever been made of the kind of 
instruction given. 

Senator Cantor at this point in the hearing 
announced that he was willing to strike out 
the clause making disobedience of the rules of 
the Governing Board a misdemeanor. 

Matthew Hale thought that when a person 
was sent to an institution of the kind which 
this bill covers he thereby lost some of his 
rights and should not be allowed to prescribe 
the form of worship he preferred. The bill 
would bring religion into politics in the elec- 
tion of an Attorney General, for the faith of the 
candidate for the office would be taken into con- 
sideration. a thing to be regretted. 

B. C. Wetmore told of the success of the non- 
sectarian plan in the House of Refuge. All 
denominations were asked to addreas the chil- 
dren and many were represented in the Board 
of Trustees. There was no attempt at coercion. 

John J. Chapman said that the greatest prin- 
ciple of the Conatitution was that religion and 
polities should be divorced. This bill would de- 
stroy that principle. In order to escape the 
provisions of the bill many non-sectarian instt- 
tutions would close their doors to all except 
members of their own faith. 

The Rev. Dr. MoLeod said that the pas- 
sage of the bill would be aretrogressive step. 
No institution in the State would, in his opin- 
ion, refuse to allow any clergyman of any faith 
to minister to any of the inmates; therefore the 
bill was quite useless. He then read a letter 
from we Doane in opposition to the bill, 
and comparing it to the wooden horse outside 
the gates of ancient Troy, which had better be 
kept outside than let in, whether it was full of 
Greeks or Romans. 

Police Justice Thomas F. Grady finished the 
hearing with one of his usual high-flown 
speeches in favor of the bill. Mr. Wendell fre- 
quently interrupted him with pertinent ques- 
tions as to facts, which the ox-Senator was 
unable to answer satisfactorily, but buried be- 
neath a Niagara of words. The bill, he thought, 
would not, interfere with discipline. Its pro- 
vision had been tried in the Western House of 
Refuge with great success. He declared that 
the right of freedom of worship was denied in 
every penal institution in the State. 

The committee decided to report the bill fa- 
vorably, and it is likely to be taken up for dis- 
cussion in the morning.

OUTLINE OF THE BUSINESS TRANSACTED 
BY BOTH HOUSES YESTERDAY. 


TRENTON, March 8.—The one topic of talk 
among the few members who were not tempted 
out of their seats by the town elections which 
are in progress allover the State to-day was 
the blow between the eyes administered to Ab- 
bettiem last night by the defeat of the bill per- 
mitting him to saddle an Abbett Police Justice 
on nearly every town in the State. It was said 
that the bill had been introduced merely to 
reach East Orange, where a certain ambitious 
politician named Zimmerman is anxious to 
achieve judicial honors, but that was merely a 
pretext to shield the general operation of the 
act. The bill provided for the appointment by 
the Governor of a Police Justice in towns with 
certain police forces. Assemblymen Lane of 


Union and Nash of Camden are winning no end 
of praise fortheir courageous denunciation of 
the centralization which marks Abbett’s Ad- 
ministration. 

The houses were about as dull as they could 
be to-day, and both skipped the afternoon ses- 
sion because of the absentees. Czarism and 
Abbettism and the passage of laws grabbing 
new powers for the Governor are matters of no 
account at all by the side of a town election, 
and members stole away to their homes to keep 
their political fences in order. The chief inter 
est is in Oamden, where the Democrats hope to 
win the Mayoralty for John Hood, in spite of 
the enormous Republican majority that suburb 
of Philadelphia is generally good for. 

The Senate this morning passed Potts’s bill 
amending the mechanics’ lien law so as to make 
an owner liable only to those who serve notice 
of claims against the contractors and others en- 
gaged on buildings, the Assembby bill which 
makes fifty-five hours a week’s work in factories 
and work shops, and the other bill creating first, 
second, and third criminal courts in Jersey City 
and Newark. Cornish’s bill providing for a 
Board of Arbitration to settle differences be- 
tween laborers and their employers was also 
passed.

The Senate also 
adopted the concurrent resolution, in response 
to stacks of petitions asking for it, requesting 
those in charge of the World’s Fair to close the 
exposition on Sunday.

facturing corporations every two weeks was de- 
nounced by Nash asin the interest of monopolies, 
but it was ordered to a third reading. Among

VICTIM OF MASKED ROBBERS. 


A MAN OF NINETY TIED TO THE BED 
AND ROBBED. 


OALDWELL, N. J., Maroh 8.—It has just been 
learned that Henry Canfield, a widower, ninety 
years of age, who lived by himself in a little 
house near this town, was made the victim 
of an attack by masked robbers Sunday 
night. During the night the flash of a dark 
lantern upon his sleeping eyes startled him, and 
when he aroused himself he saw two masked 
men standing before him. One held him, trem- 
bling though he was, while the other tied him to 
the bed. Then they ransacked his apartments, 
and finally went away with $21 of his money. 

It had been the habit of the old man to meet 
his milkman at the door in the mornings. When 
he failed to present himself yesterday morning, 
the milkman began to look about. An open 
window aroused his suspicions. He summoned 
William Hesler, a clerk in a near-by drug store, 
and they explored the house. They found him 
still strap down on his bed, so weak and 60 
frightened that he could scarcely find breath to 
tell the story of the outrage. 

His advanced age may make his recovery 
from the shock and fright impossible.

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NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES.

HALIFAX BOARD OF TRADE ADDRESSED 
BY A. W. HARVEY. 


HAirax, N. 8,, March 8.—A largely-attendod 
meeting of the Board of Trade this morning was 
addressed by the Hon. A. W. Harvey, member 
of the Government of Newfoundland. Dealing 
with the. Newfoundland Bait act, after tracing 
the history of what led to its enactment, hesaid 
it was never intended to operate against any 
British subject, but was passed for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing St. Pierre fishormen from 
procuring baitin Newfoundland to enable them 
to catch fieh, for every quintal of which they re- 
ceived a bounty from the French Government, 
and which they sold in competition with the fish 
oaught by citizens of Newfoundland. 

After the passage of the Bait act against St. 
Pierre,it was found that Canadian fishermen 
parchased bait in Newfoundland and sold it to 
the Frenoh,'thus compelling Newfoundlanders 
in self-defense to enforce the act against 
Canada. 

In retaliation for Newfoundland protecting 
her own interests, Canada imposed a duty on 
Newfoundland fish and cod oil, and when the 
ancient colony endeavored to make an agree- 
ment with the United States, by which the 
United States would open her doors free to the 
products of Newfoundland, the latter in return 
allowing Americans to buy bait in its harbors 
asolemn protest was entered by Canada an 
the whole proceeding resulted in nothing. 

Though Canada and Great Britain are power- 
less to prevent Newfoundland from settling this 
matter with the United States in the way pro- 
posed, the former had caused a cessation of the 
negotiations, to the greatinjury of Newfound- 
land. He believed that if Canada to-morrow 
said she would no longer disapprove of New- 
foundland’s convention with the United States, 
and would agree to the same conditions as the 
Americans had already done in the matter of 
purehasing the commodity, the Newfoundland 
Government would at once remove Canada from 
the operations of the Bait act. 

The existing difticulty was working great in- 
jy to both Canada and Newfoundland, the 

atter being most anxious to live on friendly 
terms as heretofore, and two trade as freely as 
she always did with the Dominion. In the 
same way that Canada prevented Newfound- 
land making an agreement with the United 
States, Newfoundland at some future time 
might prevent Canada treating with Brazil or 
other countries. 





BLUESTONE PRODUCERS. 


A COMBINATION FORMED IN THE DELA~ 
WARE VALLEY. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 8.—Ata meeting 
of the principal bluestone quarrymen of the 
Upper Delaware River Valley held at Port 
Jervis last week a combination was effected for 
regulating the prices of their product and other 
matters of common concern. 

The quarrying industry of the valley has been 
under a cloud for several years. The unorgan- 
ized producers of the region have euffered from 
injurious competition among themselves and 
from their inability to cope single-handed with 
the big Union Bluestone Company, which con- 


trols almost the entire output of the quarries of 
Ulster and Greene Counties. 
The organization of producers perfected at 


the Port Jervis conference is to be known as the. 


Delaware River Bluestone Company, the prin- 
cipal officers being A. H. Woodward of Newark, 
N. J., President, and C. W. Martin of Middle- 
town, N. Y., Secretary. The more prominent

artin, and Samuel Coles. Mr. Coles is the 
company’s sales manager in New-York. 

The company Owns or controls about 150 of 
the more productive and valuable bluestone 
quarries along either bank of the Delaware 
River poe ne Port Jervis and Hancook, to- 
gother with mills and machinery for shaping 
and dressing the stone for cornices, coping, and 
other building or flagging purposes. The out- 
put of these quarries is of the value of $700,000 
to $800,000 a year, and is expected to be in- 
creased under the new management. Shipments 
are principally made by the Erie Railroad or 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal. There is an 
increasing demand for the stone in all the cities 
along the Atlantic coast which enjoy the ad- 
vautage of moderate transportation rates. 


DESERTED HIS WIFE. 
YOUNG IRVING COOPER OF SUIFFERN 
IN JAIL. ‘ 
NYACK, March 8.—Irving Cooper, one of the 
best-known young residents of Suffern, Rock- 
land County, is now in the county jail at New 


- City, where he was sent yesterday for abandon- 


ing his wife. Mr. Cooper was married on March 
14, 1891, to Miss Helen A. Ford, a good-looking 
and popular young lady of Suffern, and for 
about three weeks they lived together apparent- 
ly happy. Suddenly Mr. Cooper disappeared, 
and his young wife did not know where he had 
gone untilshe learned he was at Mechanics- 
ville, Saratoga County, where he had secured a 
position as station agent of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company. Prior to his monpaee 
he held a good position in the Erie Railro 
Company’s office, New-York City. In June of 
the same year he returned to Suffern, but did not 
go near his wife. She subsequently began a 
suit for separation from him, being heart-broken 
over his treatment. 

When he was served with papers in the suit he 
went to his wife and expressed penitence for his 
actions and a desire to live with her again.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 8.—The electric 
light investigation which has been in progress 
in this city since last November was adjusted 
ata meeting of the Common Council held to- 
night. The experts in the employ of the Coun- 
cil had presented voluminous testimony to show 
that the city had been getting from the Plain- 


field Gas and Electrio Light Company only two- 
thirds of the service for which it had been pay- 
ing. Suit was to have been begun against the 
company to recover damagos, or payment of 
street-lighting bills was to have been withheld 
to the amount of the alleged deficiency; but to 
day the Committeeon Fire and Lamps succeeded 
in securing from the company a concession of 
the justice of the city’s claim, and to-night the 
Common Council authorized an adjustment of 
the matter by which the company forfeits on 
its bills for street lighting the full amount of 
damages claimed. 


TUESDAY IN WASHINGTON. 


Acting Seoretary Spaulding has instructed the Col- 
lector of Customs at New- York that all merchandise, 
including tobacco, withdrawn from warehouse 
should be weighed, unless special request appears in 
sgn on the withdrawal entry to omit such weigh- 
ing, witha stipulation to accept the weight ascer- 
tained at the time of importation. Hesays, however, 
that this order dves not apply to withdrawals from 
re-warehouse, duty in such cases being assessed 
apes ” Weight ascertained on the original with- 

rawal. 


The House Committee on Post Offices ordered a 
favorable report on the bill to reclassify and pre- 
soribe the salaries of railway clerks. A hearing was 
given toa delegation of the National Association of 
Leiter Carriers in favor of the bill increasing the 
salaries of letter carriers of all grades. Another 
delegation argued before the committee in favor of 
pensioning letter carriers. 

The Secretary of the Navy sent a cable message to 
the Commander of the Boston, now at Panama, in- 
structing him to stop at Revilla, Gigedo, a group of 
small islands off the coast of Mexiov, on his way to 
San Francisco, for the purpose of aiding any sur- 
vivorsof the wrecked brig Tahiti who may be found 
in that vicinity. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs awarded con- 
tracts for supplying the Indians of the. Northwest- 
ern tribes with milch cows and bulls. He bought 
9,200 cows at prices ranging from $18.69 per head 
to $23.98 and 400 bulls at from $26.28 to $33.35 each. 
The aggregate of the contracts was $250,000. 

Patent Commissioner Simmons issued a circular 
letter, in which he said that “in consequence of want 
of room for the proper storage and arrangement of 
printed copies of patonts 1 will be impossible to fill 
orvers in current issues until additional room is pro- 
vided by the proper authorities.” ° 

The Postmasters in charge of forty-fourof the 
leading Post Offices in the country will meet this 
(Wednesday) morning at the Post Office Depart- 
quent. Whey come together at the call of Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, and they will discuss topics of 
interest to the Vostal Service.

QUIRED FOR NOTHING. 


GOV. FLOWER’S. SUGGESTIONS ON THE 
BRIDGE AND RAILROAD BILLS ADOPT- 
ED BY BOTH HOUSES—THE BILLS 
RUSHED THROUGH THEIR PASSAGE. 


ALBANY, March 8.—The Uhiman Bridge bill 
and ita bob-tail elevated ‘ railway appendage. 
were recalled from Gov. Flower by Assembly- 
man Sullivan (Dem., New-York,) this morning; 
the amendments which had been drawn by Ea- 
ward Lauterbach and approved by Gov. Flower 
wero inserted, not after more or less opposition 
4n both houses, and the bills were thus passed 
and returned to Gov. Flower before night. The 
amendments are not so stringent as they were 
expected to be in the light of Gov. Flower’s 
strong utterances. The taxation clause inject- 


ed in the bridge job reads: 

“And the corporation hereby formed, and its suo- 
cessor or successors, shall be exempt from all taxa- 
tion until ten years after either of said bridges shall 
have been opened for public use, provided, however, 
that whenever the average gross earnings of either ol 
said bridges shall have exceeded $3,000 per day for 
six consecutive months, then the corporation hereby 
created shall be subject to taxation as provided by 
law, except as to the bridge structure or structures, 
and said taxation shall be assessed from the tirstday 
of said period.” 

The revenue section reads: 

«Whenever such earnings shall, during any period 
of six months, exceed an average of $4,000 per day, 
then, and in that event, the said company shall there- 
after annually on the lst day of December, pay into 
the treasuries of the respective cities, in which any 
portion of any bridge or bridges, or any approach 
thereto, or any elevated or other railway whic 
may be owned, controlled, managed or oper- 
ated by said company, shall be located, to 
the credit of the sinking funds of the said 
cities respectively, a sum equaling in the aggregaie 
1 ver cent. of its gross earnings from the said bridge 
or bridges, or from any of its approaches, or from any 
such elevated or other rail way or railways, and an 
additional annual payment of 1 percent. of such 

ross earnings shall be made by said company in 
fi e wanner for each multiple of $4,000 per day, of 
guch average gToss earnings.” 

Failure to comply with the law will lead to 
the forfeiture of the franchise after action has 
been brought by the Attorney General. Under 
the new amendments the bridge approaches, 
appurtenances, and real estate are to be taxed. 
In the event of consolidation with an elevated 


railway company the latter is not to be relieved 
from the payment of a percentage of gross earn- 
ings as now provided for by law. 

The only important amendment to the bob- 
tail elevated railway bill reads as follows: 
“The structure of such elevated railway shall 
be liable to taxation as provided by law for 
similar etructures.”’ 

Mr. Sullivan handled the bills when they first 
appeared in the Assembly in response to his 
resolution of recall. On the floor at the time 
were Edward Lauterbach, Fred Uhlman, and 
every lobbyist Who hangs about the Capitol, and 
who enjoys what the average citizen is unable 
to obtain—the freedom of the floor of both 
houses. Clerk De Freest read the amendments. 
Alfred R. Conkling (Rep., New-York,) and James 
L. Wells (Rep., New-York,) fought in vain to 
throw the bills back to the Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation. They claimed that the 
amendments were important, and lack of time 
prevented the consideration which they ought 
to have. 

Mr. Quigley (Dem., Kings.) made a good 
Bpeech. He said that Wells was simply trying 
to retard the bills; that he (Weils) was intimi- 
dated by the newspapers. Even the newspapers 
pometimes made mistakes. The bills were never 
before in such a good shape to be passed. He 
praised Gov. Flower’s message, and held that 
after the Governor had indorsed the amend- 
ments, the Assembly, out of courtesy, ought to 
adopt them. 

Mr. Sullivan asserted that the amendments 
had been prepared by Gov. Flower, and bad 
been sent to him by the Governor, and ought to 
be passed 

John Connelly (Dem., New-York,) said that as 
one who had voted against the bill originally 
because it lacked the safeguards which he be- 
lieved ought to have been in it, and which were 
now init, he was heartily in favor of it now, 
particularly as Gov. Flower would approve it 
with these amendments. The Governor’s mes- 
sage had the true ring. In its present shape the 
bill was proper to }

The Speaker recognized 
Sullivan, and, by a parliamentary technicality, 
Conkling’s motion fell. 

Mr. Deyo (Rep., Broome,) believed the bill 
should be recommitted. “ This is not the bill 
that.is on our files,” said Deyo. “ The bill which 
passed the Assembly and which is now sought 
to be amended has never been printed. No 
meniber has. ever read it. It has never been 
seen. The bill with these amendments ought to 
be printed.” Mr. Deyo claimed that he had 
asked Sullivan what it was and that Sullivan 
declined to say. 

Sullivan was on his fect inajiffy. “I won't 
say, Mr. Speaker, that what the gentloman says 
is false, but I will say he is mistaken.” 

*‘T asked Mr. Sullivan what was in the bill,” 
yaid Mr. Wells, “and he replied ‘Chestnute!’’’ 

“That's right,” exclaimed Sullivan, “ that’s 
what I said.” 

Mr. Conkling’s motion to print and recommit 
was beaten—16 to 76. He then essayed to have 
it printed only, but the Speaker ruled the motion 
out of order. 

There was no nonsense on the part of the 
amajority in putting the bill through. Mr. Wells 
in vain attempted to catch the Speaker’s eye. 
When his name was reached on the roll call he 
protested against such rapid legislation. He 
held that the amended bill had never been 
yead in the House and the members were una- 
»le to inform themselves as to what they were 
voting for. 

“The amended bill was read from the desk,” 
exclaimed Clerk De Freest. 

“The bill was read to the House,” observed 
Speaker Bush, *‘for I directed the Clerk to read

“ [ did not hear it,” said Mr. Wells.

THE FIGHT IN THE SENATE. 

The Republicans in the Senate made a far 
abler contest. As soon as the bills were an- 
nounced Mr. Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) declared 
that the amendments were very important, 
and it was impossible for him to tell what was 


Jnthem. He thought the Senate ought to have 
time to look them over. The revenue clause 
was confusing. 

Mr. McCarren (Dem., Kings,) declared that the 
meaning was very simple. When the company 
earned $4,000 a day it must pay 1 per cent., on 
$8,000 a day 2 per cent., on $12,000 a day 3 per 
cent., and 80 on.

Washington,) Edwards, (ind, Cattaraugus, 
Endres, (Dem., Erie,) Hunter, (Rep., Cayuga.) 
Mullin, (Rep., Jefferson,) ©’Connor (Rep. 
Broome.) Richardson, (Rep., Orange,)’ Saxton, 
(Rep., Wayne,) and Walker, (Dem., Steuven,) 
voting “in the minority. On final passage the 
vote was 24 to 4— Mullin, O’ Connor, Saxton 
and Walker. 4

On motion of Mr. C. N. Reed, (Rep., Genesee,) 
the shooting of quail is prohibited for five years 
in Genesee, Wyoming, Orleans, Livingston, and 
Monroe Counties. The bill was ordered to 
third reading. 

There was a little tiltin the Senate between 
Senators O’Connor (Rep.. Broome,) and Cantor 
(Dem., New-York,) over the former’s resolution, 
which he attempted to introduce last night,

* Huckleberry” Railroad bill. Senator Cantor 
declared that the resolution was merely offered 
for political buncombe; that it was in line with 
the demagogic action of Senator O'Connor since 
the beginning of the session. It was a most re- 
markable proceeding. Why didn’t the Senator 
wait until after the hearing on the bill to-mor- 
row afternoon, and then if — was heard 
from the New-York authorities it would be 
plenty of time for him to offer his resolution. 

** Where is the oe in this?” came from 
the Republican side. 

“You are injecting politics into it,” replied 
Cantor. “ We have nothing to conceal and will 
favor this resolution. Itis purely a local meas- 
ure, and one which is generally advocated by 
the people of the district protected.” 

Senator O’Connor replied that Cantor was 
utterly incapable of confining himself to facts 
or argument; that he had introduced the reso- 
lution in entire good faith and in order that the 
Senate might be better informed as to the senti- 
mentin New-York toward the bill. The motion 
was oarried by a viva voce vote, nobody ob- 
jecting. 

RECKLESS COMMITTEE WORK. 

Senator Brown (Dem., New-York,) made an 
exceedingly good point when he took the Senate 
to task for the way in which the committees are 
in the habit of reporting bills without their 
having been argued at committee meetings, He 
said that it had become the habit this year for a 
Senator who was interested in a particular bill 


to solicit a majority of the members of the com- 
mittee in which it was to signareport In its 
favor. He thought this was a very poor way of 
doing business, and it was no wonder that poor 
legislation was the result. All the committees 
should have formal hearings and no billa should 
be reported to the Senate until aufficient time 
had been given to bring out the true facts in re- 
gard tothem. This little lecture was apropos 
of anumber of bills from the Cities’ Committee 
which Col. Brown had sent to the desk, saying 
that they had been reported by the committee 
during his absence and that there was at least 
one of them which be opposed. Lieut. Gov. 
Sheehan ruled that if there was any objection to 
the report the bills must #0 back to the commit- 
tee. he Colonel objected.

By Senator Cantor (Dem., New- York.)—Providing 
that corporations or companies issuing rebate vouch- 
ers shail deposit with a bank or trust company 
designated by the State Controller asum sufficient 
to meet the amvunt of the vouchers, and also that 
such institutions shall report to the Controller the 
amount of such vouchers on the fifth day of each 
month; also, providing that United States Loan 
Commissioners shall allow searches of their books of 
mortgages on payment of a fee of 25 cents. 

By Senator Ahearn (Dem., New-York.)—Making 
it a penal offense to tap telegraph wires. 

By Senator O'Connor (Rep., Broome.)—Providing 
that in the S tate hospitals only one assistant physi- 
cian shall be employed besides the woman pie. 
cian for each fifty patients or fraction* thereof, and 
that the salaries of hospital employes shall be as 
follows: Medical Superintendent, $4,000 first assist- 
ant, $2,000; second assistant, ¢1,600; third assist- 
ant, $1,200: each additional assistant, $1,000; Treas- 
urer, $1,000; steward, $1,800; matron, $500. ‘The 
State Lunacy Commission is also given power to ap- 
poss State pathologist ata salary of not more than 
$4,000. 

By Senator Cantor, (Dem., New- York.)—Providing 
that the Controller of New-York City shall pay to 
the Treasurer of any county in which is situated 
land owned by the city tothe amount of the tax on 
that laud, after having been notified of the amonnt 
due. The purpose of this bill is to simplify the pres- 
ent method by which the Controller is obliged to 
send several checks to the county officers. 

The Cooney bill making Brooklyn Detective 
Rerzeants eligible to the office of Police Captain 
was passed; also, Mr. Sulzer’s (Dem., New- 
York,) extending the powers of the Franklin 
Loan and Trust Company. . 

The Senate Committee on Taxation and Re- 
trenchment will give a hearing to-morrow even- 
ing on the McClelland Cemetery. Tax bill and 
any other measure now in its possession. The 
Senate Finance Committee will listen to argu- 
ments for and against the Bush State printing 
oftice scheme Thuraday afternoon at 3:30 
o’ clock. 

Mr. Cole (Dem., Greene,) introduced in the 
Assembly a bill amending the ballot reform law 
by providing that for the preparation and (dis- 
tribution of oiticial ballots County Clerks shall 
receive an amount, to be fixed by the Boards 
of Supervisors, not to exceed $5 a day 
for each person engaged in preparing ballots. 
He shall also be allowed not to exceed $10 a 
day for necessary traveling expenses in dis- 
tributing ballots, and is authorized to employ 
assistants in the distribution. The salary of the 
assistants is to be the samme as that heretofore 
fixed for County Clerks in this respect. 





WEAKENING ON HARRISON. 


THE WASHINGTON REPUBLICAN ORGAN 
SHOWS SIGNS OF A BREAK. 


SEATTLE, Washington, March 8.—The special 
dispatch from Seattle printed in THE Times a 
few weeks ago to the effect that the Repub- 
licans of this State were not for Harrison even 
after Blaine’s withdrawal, and that a move- 
ment for Alger was probable, was telegraphed 
back to the Pacific coast newspapers. Since 
then the story has received general publication 
throughout this State, California, and Oregon, 
and few papers have failed to comment upon it. 
The popular opinion evidently is that Harrison 
is weak among Republicans on this coast; his 
renomination will be strongly opposed from 


San Diego to Port Townsend, and the delegation 
trom this State at least will be against him. 

While Blaine was supposed to be in the field, 
the Seattle Vost-Intelligencer, which is the Re- 
publican organ for Washington, contented itself 
with praising Blaine at the expense of Harri- 
son. After Blaine’s letter of withdrawal noth- 
ing was said directly by the Post-Intelligencer 
until last week, for this paper, like all organs, is 
extremely cautious, and wishes to be certain of 
its position before speaking out. The other day, 
however, the Post-Inielligencer led with an 
editorial against Harrison’s renomination—an 
editorial which will give the keynote for the 
other ay re papess in this State and for 
many in [daho and Montana. The leader begins 
by comparing Harrison to Hayes as follows: 

“Mr. Harrison has mafean able Executive, and 
given the country an excelient Administration, but 
80 for that matter did President Hayes. If Mr. Har- 
rison is the best man to call out the tull party vote, 
to compose the quarrels of factions in doubtful 
States, like New-York, to bring back to the party 
standard the disgrunuled, malcontent Republicans in 
the ‘Granger’and Farmers’ Alliance States of the 
haat then he ought to be renominated; not other- 
wise. 

“There is no disguising the fact that Mr. Har- 
risonis not as strong in New-York as some other 
possible candidates, because of the unfortunate 
quarrel between the Platt and Miller factions, which 
served to make Collector Fassctt’s defeat disastrous 
wemous proceaens, save the utter route of Folger in 
1882. eré is no reason to suppose that Harrison 
is stronger in Indiana than another might be, and it 
is not surprising that Kepublicansin the doubtful 
States should hesitate to urge the renomination of 
President Harrison.” 

After going over the list of Presidents who 
have failed of a renomination, or if renominated 
have lost, the editorial adds: 

“ The people believe that, other things being equal, 
one termisenough. Other things were not equal in 
the cases of Jackson, Lincoln, and Grant, but save 
in the cases of ae men, who have been fort- 
ified by their close identification with extraordinary 
events, the people are not naturally disposed to re- 
elect a President for a second term. 

** Political leaders in a Party appreci- 
ate this feeling and are therefore justified in hesitat- 
ing before indorsing Mr. Harrison as the strongest 
candidate that can sibly be selected to carry. the 
doubtful State of New-York and the Farmers’ Al. 
liance States of the West. Mr. Harrison is an able 
man; he has made an excellent President, but in 
spite of all this he may not be as strong in the doubt- 
ful States as a new man.” 

The fact is worthy of note that while Harri- 
s0n is disliked in Montana and Colorado on ac 
count of his hostility to free coinage he is” 
opposed on no such grounds by the Post-Infetli- 
geneer or by the Portland Oregonian, the 

Republican organ of Oregon. Both of these 
papers are stoutly for gold, and the distrust of 
Harrison is therefore due to the conviction that 
the people generally regard the man as too 
small for his large place. While Washington's 
eight voters in the National Convention may 
cut no great figure, still the combination against 
Harrison may be strengthened materially by

ORHIS’S MEN DISGUSTED | 


‘TIRED OF BEING CAT’S-PAWS FOR 
THEIR OLD LEADER. 


A MEETING AT WHICH THE NEW PO-* 
LICE JUSTICE WAS SOUNDLY DE-~ 
NOUNCED—THE PROBABLE FATE OF 
LITTLE TAMMANY.” 


The rank and file of the Voorhis Democracy 
having discovered that the organization has 
never been anything but a Tammany annex, 
and that they have been used as cat's-paws, are 
ina belligerent mood. It now looks as if the 
organization would go to smash, or Police Jus- 
tice John R. Voorhis would be ordered to got 
out of the leadership. His acceptance of the 
Police Justiceship from Mayor Grant, with his 
consequent surrender of his place on the Police 
Board, has shown to many of his followers the 
real character of the New-York Democracy. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
organization was called by John W. Reppenhba- 
gen, the Treasurer, and it was held at 333 
Broome Street on Monday night. While it was 
a secret session, enough information came out 
about it yesterday to show that the Voorhis 
Democracy is on the point of dissolution, or re- 
organization with Voorhis out of it. 

A question was raised as to the regularity of 
Monday night’s meeting, because it had not 
been called by Chairman Voorhis. Reppenha- 
gen announced that great dissatisfaction had 
been expressed since Mr. Voorhis was made a 
Police Justice, and that there were rumors to 
the eifect that a section of the organization was 
going into Tammany Hall, while another sec- 
tion was going to ally itself with the opposition 
to the Hall. He had sent out the call, and under 
the circumstances he desired to know what 
should be done with the money which he held 
as Treasurer. 

Mr. Voorhis had been invited to be present, 
but he sent excuses. The following executive 
members were present: William Churchill of the 
Third District, Bryan Reilly of the Fourth, 
Charles P. Blake of the Sixth, William H. 
Nicoll of the Thirteenth, Jacob Kunzenman of 
the Fourteenth, Francis T. Higgins of the lif- 
teenth, and David N. Carvalho of the Twenty- 
third. Ex-Police Justice Henry Murray is dis- 
gusted with the New-York Democracy, and he 
willin all probability join his forces with those 
of the May convention movement. 

Almost as soon as the meeting of Monday 
night was called to order several of its mem- 
bers began to denounce Voorhis for accepting 
the Police Justiceship, and hints at treachery 
were made. David N. Carvalho was made Chair- 
map, and he took the chair while a wordy as- 
sault was being made upon the late patron 
saint of the organization—Voorhis. Mr. Car- 
valho said that he didn't think there was much 

round: for complaint, inasmuch as the organ- 

zation had been trying for many months to get 
a Police Justice —. 

“Yes, but we didn’t want to surrender a 
Police Commissioner for it,” said one of the 
committeemen. 

Mr. Carvalbo questioned the right of the meet- 
ing to take any action, because it had not been 
calied by the Chair in the regular way. He sug- 
gested that Mr. Voorhis be asked to call a meet- 
ing, and after much grumbling this suggestion 
was adopted. If Voorhis does call another meet 
ing, it will be a very lively affair. 

Many prominent men in the organization now 
believe that they have been hoodwinked all 
along. They say in explanation of the fact that 
the organization made no effort for recognition 
at the hands of the Albany snap con- 
vention that Mr. Voorhis let it be 
known that he was to be named as 
one of the delegates to the National Conven- 
tion. He was not named, buthe came right back 
here and counseled peace. Then he promptly 
climbed into asnug Tammany berth. The sus- 
picious ones further say that when the idea of 
waking a fight for recognition at the Hill con- 
vention was suggested the argument was imme- 
diately advanced that it would not be neces- 
sary, because the New-York Democracy was not 
going to make a fight.” 

In the light of recent events, this admission 
has made some good Democrats in the organiza- 
tion come to the conclusion that the so-called 
tight which Voorhis made for admission to the 
Saratoga Convention was a “bluff,” arranged 
for the sole object of making it all the easier for 
Tammany to obtain recognition as the only 
Democratic organization in the city. 

Indeed, there are many things that disgust the 
best men in the New-York Democracy. At sev- 
eral recent meetings of the committee, Voorhis 
announced that he could have a Police Justice- 
ship. He was evidently hinting that his organl- 
zation should give him permission to take 
it, but the bait was never taken.  In- 

stead, his followers passed resolutions in which 
they congratulated themselves on being led by 
such a high-spirited, patriotic Democrat. When 
Police Justice Murray’s term on the police 
bench expired Voorhis, at the organization’s re- 
quest, asked Richard Croker to arrange itso that 
Mr. Murray could hold over for another year. 
Mr. Croker said that he would try to have it so, 
and of course he succeeded. When the year was 
nearly ip a committee of the Voorhis people re- 
quested Mayor Grant to fill Murray’s place 
either by reappointing Murray or John Cava- 
negh, John Martin, Edward Gilon, or James D. 
McClelland. Mayor Grant must have smiled in 
bis sleeve, for when the time came he appointed 
T. F. Grady, Tammany. 

Then the Voorhis people sent another com- 
mittee to the Mayor with more names of would- 
be Police Justices. They wanted one of their 
menin J. Henry Ford’s place. This time the 
names of David N. Carvalho, James D. McClel- 
land, Edward Gilon, John Martin, and Frank P. 
Hipple were submitted to his Honor. The 
Mayor refused to consider any names except 
those of Messrs. Carvalho and Hipple, but he 
evidently did not cousider these long, for when 
all was ready for the move that was to smash 
the New-York Democracy and make the Police 
Board a stronger Tammany institution than 
ever, Voorhis was “elevated” to the police 
bench from the Police Board, getting a plave 
which dogs not carry a quarter of the political 
“pull” that his old place did.

BERLIN, March 8.—The Hamburger Nachrich- 
ten, inan article inspired by Prince Bismarck, 
replies to-day to the statement which has ap- 
peared in several papers that much aneasiness 
is felt at Friedrichsruh, (Prince Bismarck’s 
home,) owing to the impending publication by 
the Government of the receipts of the Guelph 
Fund and the expenditures made from that fund 
in connection with the German Secret Service. 

Prince Bismarck, it will be remembered, had 
practical control of this fund, and it has been 
charged in some quarters that he administered 
it to carry his own points. The Hamburger 
Nachrichten denies that Prince Bismarck feels 
any uneasiness concerning the matter, and adds 
thatif he published the manner in which the 
fund had been applied it would be very un- 
pleasant to those persons who are at present 
attacking him. 

The Kreuz Zeitung to-day says that at the last 
moment the Duke of Cumberland has agreed to 
the settlement of the Guelph Fund. The agreo- 
ment, the paper says, includes a provision that 
his eldest son, Prince George William, be recog- 
nized as heir to the Duchy of Brunswick. 

Prince George William was born at Gemun- 
den Oct. 28,1880, and is therefore not yet 
twelve years old. Ae will be recognized as the 
Duke of Brunswick on attaining his majority.

COLUMBIA ALUMNI GUARDING THE PRO- 
POSED UP-TOWN SITE. 


The Association of the Alumni of Columbia 
College is making a strong effort to induce 
the city authorities to refrain from running new 
streets through the proposed “ Bloomingdale 
site,” thus making the big plot of land un- 
available for the use of the college. A circular 
letter has been prepared which has been sent 
to many citizens and taxpayers of this oity 
asking their co-operation. The letter calls at- 
tention to the fact that a bill has been intro- 
duced in the Legislature providing for the 
opening of a street through the property, ex- 
tending from One Hundred and Sixteenth to 
One Hundred and Twentieth Street and from 
Amsterdam Avenue to the Boulevard, which is 
now under consideration as a new site for Co- 
ljumbia College, and states that, while the prop- 
erty is sufliciently large for the present and 
probable future needs of the college and is 
specially desirable asa site because it is not 
divided by public streets, the opening of streets 
may destroy its usefulness and render it impos- 
sible for the college to accept the option which 
it now holds, 

The letter urges that Columbia College is fair- 
ly entitled to receive from the city the same 
generous consideration which it has always dis- 

layed toward the schools and colleges under 

ts charge. Itis said thatas a public institu- 
tion Columbia is of great and constantly increas- 
ing usefulness to the people and that it would 
be in accordance with a wise municipal poilley 
to aid in extending andenlarging such useful- 


ess. 

The letter is signed by the officers and Stand- 
ing Committee of the Alumni Association— 
Messrs. J. Howard Van Amringe, George G. De 
Witt, William 8. Sloan, William G. Lathrop, Jr., 
Robert C. Cornell, C. A. Silliman, W. H. Butter- 
wortn, Abram Van Santvoord, Nicholas Fish, 
John K. Rees, George Sherman, Jasper T. Good- 
win, John B. Pine, William Fellowes Morgan, 
apd Lincoln Cromwell, 

This letter incloses a memorial addressed to 
the Mayor and the Board of Street Opening and 
Improvement, which formally represents that 
the Trustees of Columbia have asked and ob- 
tained an option for the purchase of the prop- 
erty now owned and occupied above One Hun- 
dred and Sixteenth Street by the New-York 
Hospital, with a view to occupying it as a site 
for the college; that the Trustees are favorably 
considering such a putchase and have already 
received pledges of large donations if this site is 
bought, but that the possibility of the land 
being cut up by the opening of streets is a 
serious obstacle to the purchase because the 
land would thus become worth very much less 
for the uses of the college, if not entirely un- 
suitable. 

‘The memorial further states that the use of this 

roperty by the college and the erection upon 

t of such buildings as are contemplated, present- 
ing a fine architectural appearance and sur- 
rounded by open ground, would be equivalent 
to providing the city with another park. and 
would further tend to beautify a portion of the 
city already possessing unusual attractions. 
The development of the college thus to be at- 
tained and the building up of a great univer- 
sity would be’ of the greatest service to the 
cause of higher education and an honor both to 
the city and the county. 

In consideration of these things the memorial 
urges the city authorities to recommend to the 
Legislature the passage of a bill exempting this 
property from street openings “whenever and 
80 long as it shall be owned or occupied by the 
college for educational purposes.” 

It is desired by the alumonf that all persons 
who are in favor of the plan proposed in this 
memorial send their names to the Secretary, 
William 8. Sloah, 21 Exchange Place, in order 
that they may be aflixed to the memorial And 
it is desired that all names should be sent on or 
before Tuesday, March 15. 





CHARLES WALL HANGED. 
———_<{>——_— 
EXECUTED FOR MURDERING HIS WIFE 
WITH A BROADAXE, 


SCRANTON, Penn., March 8.—Charles Wall, the 
Wyoming County desperado who killed his 
young wife with an axe last July in the presence 
of her father and sister, was nanged in the jail- 
yard at Tunkhannock this morning at 10:20. 

Wall slept soundly during the night and awoke 
at 5 o’clock this morning, when he jumped out 
of bed and dressed himself. He then paced his 
cell until 7 o’clock, when he ate a hearty break- 
fast, after which he surprised his jailers by 


dancing briskly about the place. He appeared 
to be in a happy mood, and the only thing that 
seemed to annoy him was the recent loss of his 
a favorite horse. 

Wall joined in the religious exercises con- 
ducted at 9 o’clock by the Kev. J. F. Warner of 
the Tunkhannock Methodist Church and the 
Rev. James Rainey, pastor of the Baptist 
Church. 

Meanwhile a great crowd surged about the 
prison gates and climbed the walls to get a 
glimpse of the doomed man. Onlya few were 
admitted, however, and there the crowd stood, 
shivering ankle aeep in snow to await the grim 
spectacle of the hanging. 

The march from the prison to the scaffold was 
begun a few minutes after 10 o’clock. The pris- 
oner walked with a firm step to the fatal plat- 
form. his arms being pinioned. When Sheriff 
Knapp had strapped the murderer’s legs, Wall 
was asked if he had anything to say, and re- 
ae in asteady voice without emotion of any 

na: 

“T have this to say: That I know nothing 
about the murder. The people bore false wit- 
ness against me. I hired Mr. Piatt to defend 
me and told him all I knew, but he turned 
against me and went over to the other side. 
That is the reason I am on the scaffold to-day. 
If I did the deed and knew what I was doing, [ 
ought to be hanged for it, but I did not know 
| what I was doing.” 

Sheriff Knapp then pulled the black cap over 
Wall’s eyes, set the noose, and immediately 
touched the spring by which the trap’ was 
worked. Wall fell with a jerk. His neck was 
broken. There was a slighttwitohing of his 
legs and all was over. In twelve minutes the 
doctors pronounced life extinot, and after hang- 
ing five minutes longer the body was taken 
down, subjected to a post mortem, and given to 
relatives. ; 

The crime for which Wall was hanged was a 
most fiendish one. Ina fit of jealousy, which 
was without provocation, Wall pursued his 
wife across the meadows leading to her father’s 
home. She fell in the long — of grass and 
he buried the broadaxe with which he was 
armed deep into her skull twice. Then, turning 
to her terror-stricken father, he said: ‘* There, 
John, you can take care of her now,” and throw- 
ing away the axe he walked to Tunkhannock 
and gave himself up to the authorities. 





DEATH FROM MORPHINE.

HENRY RYALL, DRUGGIST OF SING SING 
PRISON, TOOK AN OVERDOSE. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 8.—Henry Ryall, 
Superintendent of the drug department at Sing 
Sing Prison, died at Port Jervis last night from 
an overdose of morphine. He was on his way 
from Sing Sing to his former home at Monticello, 
and stopped over Sunday night at the Valley 
*Housb at Port Jervis. Yesterday morning his 
unnatural and stertorous breathing attracted 


attention, and when his room was entered he 
was found to be suffering from the effects of 
some powerful narcotic and unconscious. 
Traces of morphine powders were found on 
the table near his bed, and, as itis known that 
he was accustomed to use the drug as a relief 
for insomnia, and there was no apparent motive 
for suicide, itis believed that he took an over- 
dose by mistake. 
He wasason ofthe late Benjamin Ryall, a 
prominent citizen of Monticello. He was ap- 
ointed to the post he held at the prison by 
arden Brown. e was a brother of Superin- 
tendent Benjamin Ryall of the Port Jervis, 
Monticello and New-York Railroad. He was 
thirty-five years old and unmarried.

MR. M’ALLISTER DISCUSSES THE ZBO- 
ROWSKI-DE STUERS MARRIAGE. 


Throughout society circles of the city there is 
& general approval of the marriage of Mar- 
garethe de Stuers and Elliott Zborowskl. 

“Elliott Zborowski exhibited great bravery 
and nobility of character in acting as he did,” 
said Ward MoAllister yesterday. ‘‘Both Mr. 
Zborowski and Mme. de Stuers have the highest 
connections in this city. Mme. de Stuers is 
closely related to the Livingstons, Delanos, 
Roosevelts, and Chanlers. Mr. Zborowski is the 
son of a Pole who married Miss Morris, the 
heiress to valuable tracts of land in Westches- 
ter, which in the last twenty-five years have 
tripled in value. The name was originally 
spelled Zabriskie, but when his father died 
Elliott looked up a lot of old family papers 
and then said that he was rightfully heir 
to tho title of ‘Count Zborowski’ and 
so he changed his name, When in England he 
may be known as Count Zborowski. He is prob- 
ably worth about $1,000,000, for I know he has 
an income of about $60,000 a year. The per- 
sonal fortune of Mme. de Stuers is estimated at 
$50,000 a year, and between the two they have 
& fine income. 

“Where they will live Icannotsay. They will 
not go back to France, I am sure, for the courts 
there will not heed the mandates of Dakota. 
They will not livoin England, because there a 
divorced woman can never associate in Court 
circles. As to the probability of their living in 
this country I know nothing. 

“ But the most interesting stage of this little 
sensation is yet to be reached. It will be when 
Mr. Zborowski, as the husband of Mme. de 
Stuers, will demand the child of his wife. Mme, 
de Stuers’s daughter is now fourteen years old, 
and is at schoolin a French convent. If the 
child was in this country, of coursea writ of 
habeas corpus could be secured, but in a coun- 
try where the divorce laws of Dakota are ig- 
nored,and where Mme. de Stuers would be 
seized and putin prison for deserting her hus- 
band, I am doubtful if such a writ could be ob- 
tained.

“‘Mr. Zborowski, who is a manly fellow and a 
shrewd business man, will go to Washington, I 
presume, and take every legal step to have the 
child returned to her mother, but I do not 
prophesy any results. The excelient family con- 
nections of both Mr. and Mrs. Zborowski are 
greatly in their favor.” 





TO AMEND THE POOL LAW.

POLICE. COMMISSIONER MACLEAN’S SUG- 
GESTIONS TO HIS ASSOCIATES. 


At the meeting of the Board of Police yester- 
day, Commissioner MacLean presented an 
amendment to the Penal Code which he desired 
to be considered by the other Commissioners, 
and if it met with the approval of the board he 
wished it transmitted to the Legislature for 
adoption. The section which is sought to be 
amended is 351, which, with the amendment 
proposed by Mr. MacLean, would read as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 351—BeETs, &0, ON HORSE RACES, &¢.—A 
ome who keeps any room, shed, tenement, tent, 
»ooth, or building, or any part thereof, or who occu- 
pies any place upon any public or private grounds 
within this State, with books, apparatus, or para- 
phernalia for the purpose of recording or registering 
bets or wagers, or sells pools upon the result of any 
trial or contest of skill, speed, or power of endurance 
of man or beast, or upon the result of any political 
nomination, appointment, or election, or who pub- 
‘lLishes or communicates information wtth respect to 

oole, bets, or wagers upon the result of any such 

rial, contest, political nominatton, appointment, or 
election, except for the purpose of aiding the prose- 
cution of persons violating the provisions of thts sec- 
tion, or being the owner, lessee, or occupant of any 
room, shed, tenement, tent, booth, or puilaing. or 
part thereof, knowingly permits the same to be used 
or occupied for any of these purposes, or therein 
keeps, exhibits, or employs any device or apparatus 
for the purpose of recording or registering such beta 
or wagera or the selling of such pools, or becomes the 
custodian or rasgege~ A for hire or reward of an 
money, property, or thing of value staked, wagere 
or pledged upon any such result, is punishable by 
imprisonment for one year or by fine not exceeding 
two thousand dollars, or both, 

The proposed amendment is in italics. Com- 
missioner MacLean explained that by the adop- 
tion of the amendment the subterfuge of charg- 
ing a commission for messenger service to place 
the bets would be removed, and the conviction 
of pool sellers would be rendered easier. 

President Martin asked Mr. MacLean if the 
proposed amendment was the result of a confer- 
ence with the District Attorney. Mr. MacLean 
said that his proposed amendment was the re- 
sult of his own observation. The amendment 
was laid over for future consideration.

OCEAN ORDER. 


NO COMMUNICATION WITH PARA SINCE 


SUNDAY. 


A dispatch was received at the officeof the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company yesterday 
afternoon from Maranham, Brazil, stating that 
the land lines to Para were interrupted, and 
that nothing had been received from Para since 
the afternoon of the 6th inst. 

“Interruption of cable communication is 
by no means uncommon between points on 
the eastern coast of South America,” said the 
Manager of the Anglo-American Company 
last night. “This may be explained by the 
fact that in many places the land lines on the 
coast are submerged in harbors to shorten dis- 
tances, and thege cables are subjected to the 
damaging effect of the coral rocks, which pro- 
duces in a cable what is known as a ‘fault.’ 

“There are three ways of reaching Para by 
cable. Our line is called the European line, for 
our communication with Para is via Lisbon, in 
Portugal. But as messages for Para must pass 
through Maranham, this interruption also cuts 
off communication with Para via the Central 
and South American cables down the western 
coast of South America. This leaves only one 
way of reaching Para, and that way is via the 
Haitian cable, which connects with the Western 
Union system at Santiago de Cuba, thence to 
French Guiana, thence to Vizeu, in Brazil, and 
thence to Para.”’

UCE MERCHANTS, MISSING. 


THERE SEEMS TO BE NO END TO THE 
OREDITORS HUNDREDS OF FARM- 
ERS ALL OVER THE COUNTRY ARE 
LOSERS—A TALE OF GUTTENBERG. 


A constable from Justice Peter Mitchell’s 
First District Civil Court yesterday nailed a writ 
of ejectment on the front door of W. P. Noll- 
man’s provision commission store, 244 Fulton 
Btreet. The notice said that Nollman must 
either get out or be put out at short notice for 
non-payment of rent, but its language lacked 
pertinency. 

Noliman got out several days ago unknown to 
his landlord, and with him vanished his stock 
pnd everything of value. A dozen or more 
wholesale provision merchants are left in the 
lurch to the extent of from $50 to $200 each, 
and an unknown number of farmers and game 
and provision shippers all over the country are 
out of pocket in sums varying from $25 to $200 
apiece. The waiters in Smith & McNell’s res- 
taurant and a large squad of young men with 
sporting tendencies in the neighhorhood of the 
old Washington Market likewise mourn Noll- 
man’s sudden departure for reasons to be dis- 
closed. 

Nollman was known as the young Napoleon 
pf the “ Produce Patch.” He was only twenty- 
three years of age, kept an expensive domestic 
establishment in Brooklyn, dressed well, and 
“played” the races. The siren that sings on 
the wind-swept hills of Guttenberg got most of 
his cash. 

Nollman is the sonof H. W. Noliman, one of 
the pioneer butter and egg merchantsin the 
pity, who kept a store years ago in partnership 
with aman named Pell in the old Washington 
Market When the ifirm of Noliman & Pell was 


dissolved Pell went into real estate, and Noll- 
man kept on selling butter and eggs, taking 
into partnership with him his brothers, Lewis 
and George Noilman. ‘hat firm failed twice, 
and the brothers died. Then the business de- 
scended to the two sons of H. W. Noliman, 
Walter P. and Charlies, and finally passed into 
the alleged control of Charles Noliman. ‘ihe 
firm supplied hotels and restaurants with game, 
butter, eggs, nuts, pork, &o. 

About @ year ago Charles Nollman failed and 
vanished. The wholesale merchants in the 
“ Patch ” lost over $7,000, and when they hast- 
pened to attach the stock, they found no stock 
to attach kventhe account books could not 
be tound. Charlies was discovered in Florida, 
and returned to the city when the trouble blew 
over. Aiter that the business was ostensibly 
conducted by Walter P. Noliman, although 
Charles was on hand daily. The two failures of 
the Nollmans impaired their credit, and few 
would trust them except for small amounts, 
‘they were known as heavy bettors on the races, 
and they gave it out that they owned a horse 
named Trinidad. 

This nag was a regular runner at Guttenberg. 
The Noilman boys kept their friends informed 
of Trinidad’s conditioa and gave them tips pre- 
vious to the races in which he tigured. The 
waiters at Smith & McNell’s restaurant were 
let into one good thing after another until 
many of them “ went broke.” 

At first Trinidad ran in good form and the 
Waiters and young sports won money. Then 
nothing was too good ior the Noliman boys. 
When they called for beef and beans at Smith 
& MeNell’s, they were regaled with turkey and 
cranberry sauce, and when they asked ior beer, 
the waiter joyfully fetched them ciaret aud paid 
the diflerence himeelf. Lint times changed; Trin- 
idad got in poor form, and the waiters and the 
sports of the * Patch’’ sank all their winnings, 
and the “Patch’’ was full of sorrow, which 
deepened after several “plunges” on other 
horses that somehow failed to win. Of late 
some of the waiters have been trying to recoup 
on policy, but without much luck. 

Nollman and bis brother bad a great business 
scheme for getting rich. Thev bought for $3 a 
copy of the “ National Producers and Shippers’ 
Directory,’ containing the names ang addresses 
ofover 30,000 shippers of gawe and provisions in 
various parts of the country. Thousands of these 
shippers were reached by Noliman and his 
brother, either by personal letter or circular, 
and high prices and small commissions were 
held out to them as flattering inducementa. 

Hundreds of jarmers aud shippers bit at the 
bait an: forwarded game, pork, or provisions to 
“W. P. Nollman, 244 i‘ ulton Street.” Many of 
these shippers—most of them, it is alleged— 
never received any money for their produce. 
Some of them came to New-York personally to 
cemplain »nd investigate, others wrote letters 
to other provision commission merchants, and 
since last Fall hardly a merchant in the 
** Patch” has failed to receive a letter from some 
place asking about Noliman:> 

Those that complained personally got little 
satisfaction. When they called at the store 
they learned that W. P, Nollman had “ just 
gone out,” and Charles was on hand to deal 
with them. Within two weeks fifty farmers 
and shippers living within a radius of 300 
miles of New-York have been roaming up and 
down lower Fulton Street trying to find Noll- 
man. 

One man said that he lived out in Western 
Pennsylvania and bad shipped Nollman fifteen 
dressed hogs iast October. He wrote repeat- 
edly, but got no money,#nd when he came to 
New-York he could not catch up with Nollman, 
J. Z Rufe & Co. of Quakertown, Penn., shipped 
a lotof hickory nuts to Nollman in November 
last and never received acent. M. D. Mills & 
Co. of Novesta, Tuscola County, Mich, for 
warded a large lot of partridges, quail, dressed 
chickens,.and rabbits, but never received any 
Jooncy. All they got from Nollman was a 
‘ statement.” The firm wrote to another pro- 
vision merchant and learned what was Noll- 
man’s reputation. 

It was estimated yesterday by other mer- 
chants that Nollman had secured $10,000 worth 
of produce from farmers and shippers since last 
Septem ber. 

The creditors of Nollman who are merchants 
in New-York have placed their claims in law- 
tend hands, and a variety of complaints is like- 
y to result from Nollman’s peculiar way of do- 
ing business. His present whereabouts and that 
of his brother Charles are not known by the 
ereditors. They formerly lived at Smith and 
Livingston Streets, Brooklyn, but moved sey- 
eral months ago. Trinidad is eating oats.

SUSPICIOUS DEATH OF A WOMAN.

THE JERSEY CITY POLICE THINK IT IS 
A CASE OF MALPRACTICE. 


The Jersey City police think they have reason 
to Inquire into the circumstances surrounding 
the peculiar death of Mrs. Abbie Haselbach of 
269 Railroad Avenue. She was only twenty- 
eight years of age, but lived apart from her hus- 
band and earned her living at midwifery. 
Toward the close of last week she went to 
Broéklyn to attend a patient, and Mrs. Frick, 
her neighbor and confidante, heard nothing 
more from her or about her till late Monday 


night. Then a strange man called upon her and 
told her that Mra. Haselbach had become dan- 
gerously ill. He desired that Mrs. Frick should 
hasten to her side. 

Mrs. Frick, led by the stranger, went to a 
place in Brooklyn, about the locality of which 
she seems to be uncertain, and found her friend 
unconscious. The strange man urged her re- 
moval to her home in Jersey City. A carriage 
was called, the suffering woman was piled into 
ft and she was driven across the two rivers to 

eT apartments. 

Dr. Matthew Smith of Railroad Avenue, who 
‘was summoned, saw that there was no hope for 
her. She died at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and Dr. Smith notified the police. wo detec 
fveg were sent with Mrs. Frick, who thought 
she might remember the streets through which 
the strange man had led her to the place in 
Brooklyn where she found Mrs. Haselbach. 

The anxiety of the man to get Mra. Haselbach 
off hie hands arouses suspicion of malpractice. 





A VERDIOT FOR MISS RUSSEY. 

In the Superior Court yefterday Judge Freed- 
man rendered a judgment in favor of Elizabeth 
Fontaine Lorraine against the Mutual Reserve 
¥und. The plaintiff isthe actress and singer, 
St George Hussey. She brought suit, through 
Howe & Hummel, averring that in March, 1885, 
her sister, Theresa P. Middleton, obtained a pol- 


jcy which provided that, in the event of her 
death, the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Associa- 
tion should pay Miss Hussey $2,000. The sister 
died in 1888, but, previous to her death and 
without the knowledge of Miss Hussey, the Re- 
serve Fund changed the beneficiary in the pol- 
icy so that in the event of Mre. Middleton’s 
death the money should be paid to her heirs. 

On the trial the Public Administrator argued 
that, under the Laws of 1883, the assured had 
the right to change the beneficiary without her 
consent, but Mr. Hummel contended that Miss 
Hussey, having made payments on account of 
yhe policy, acquired such an interest in it that 

right to the money was paramount. Judge 

man held Mr. Hummel’s view correct, and 

— that the $2,000 should be paid to Miss 
ussey.

TAXPAYERS MUST PAY FOR IT, 


_—_—_ So 
QUEER DOINGS IN CONNECTION WITH 
THIRTEENTH REGIMENT'S ARMORY. 


The three experte—George Kinkel, George 
Ingram, and L. De G Berg—recently appointed 
by Mayor Boody to examine the new Thirteenth 
Regiment Armory at Sumner and Jefferson 
Avenues, Brooklyn, and ascertain why it had 
not been compieted and how much would be re- 
quired to go ahead and finish it, reported back 
to the Thirteenth Regiment Armory Commis- 
sion yesterday, and in doing so they showed 
that there must have been corruption some- 
where in the carrying on of that werk. The 
commission consists of Mayor Boody, County 
Olerk Cottier, County Treasurer Adams, Col. 
David E. Austen, and Supervisor at Large Kin- 
kel. They metin the Mayor's office yesterday 
and were joined by Architect Daus, whose plans 


for the armory were accepted; Contractor John 
Guilfoyle, who did most of the work, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Jenks. 

The report of the experts showed that a 
very careful examination had been made, and 
that the method adopted was ‘“‘to cut out feat 
ures absolutely essential to make the building 
habitable while adhering to a somewhat ex- 

ensive but handsome exterior.” This was 

one in order to reduce the cost to the appro- 
priation, $300,000, but, in doing so, the experts 
tind that “the drill room, which is the main 
feature of an armory, has been cut down to less 
than one-half the size necessary, and atthe 
rear, instead of the brick wall required by the 
building laws of Brooklyn, a wooden partition 
is substituted.” 

The report goes on to state that most of the 
plastering has been entirely omitted in the drill 
room and the Memorial Building, where it is 
needed, and only partial plastering provided for 
in other parts of the armory. The plumbing is 
found to be very defective and entirely inade- 
quate, and only one boiler of 150 horse power 
has been provided to supply heat and power for 
the entire structure. 

**At least three times this power is needed,” 
the report continues. ‘*No provision whatever 
is made for heating Memorial Hall, the drill 
room, and other necessary parts of the building. 
The type of boiler used is unnecessarily expen- 
sive, and it has been substituted in lieu of the 
kind originally specitied in the contract.” 

Getting down to suggestions, the report states 
that $60,100 will be needed for work not speci- 
fied in the old contracts, and that to complete 
the armory now will bring the total cost up to 
#481.200. To this must be added $24,060 to be 
paid the architect for supervising the work, 80 
that the armory when completed will represent 
a cost of $505,260, instead of the $300,000 
originally appropriated. This is exclusive of 
the cost of the land, $146,000. 

In fixing upon $505,260 as the ultimate cost 
of the building, the experts reported as follows: 

“In further explanation of this estimate, we beg 
to say that we have made no allowance for sundries 
nor for contingencies likely to arise. It is usual on 
general estimates of this character to allow at least 
5 per cent. additional for these. Your committee 
feels, however, that it has investigated the matter 
sufliciently in detailto make such an allowance un- 
necessary in this case; we should also state that we 
have made no allowance for galleries around the 
drill room. We believe that the above amount is as 
accurate as itis possible to determine, without the 
fuller plans and specifications necessary to certain 
parts, and we think that, were your commission to 
consider any lower sum, it would mean some part of 
the building left incomplete, and would result ina 
renewal of the present unfortunate position and a 
future demand for another appropriation.” 

These figures were evidentiy much larger 
than the Commissioners were prepared for, and 
they were uncertain for a few minutes just 
what to do. Finally Park Commissioner Brower 
moved to receive the report andadjourn. To 
this CoL Austen objected. He wanted some- 
thing done right away. He had asked for only 
one thing, a proper drill room for his men, and 
had obtained a smaller one than the room in the 
old armory. This aroused County Treasurer 
Adams, who insisted that all the deviations 
from the original plans had been made upon 
the advice and with the consent of Col. Austen. 
Even when others wanted to wait for more 
money Col. Austen insisted upon golng ahead. 

But Col. Austen refused to be responsible for 
the miserable work done on the armory, and he 
called attention to the fact that he never liked 
Architect Daus’s plans and that they were 
adopted over his protest. 

Then it was decided that the Commissioners 
should visit the new building to-morrow and see 
for themselves what had been done. 

The report of the experts was laid over. 





FIGHTING THE TRUST.

THE VOLLMAN SPONGE COMPANY SPOILS 
A GREEDY GAME, 


Persons in the sponge trade, and particularly 
those in this city, have discovered within the 
last few days that something is wrong with the 
market. Prices have gone down, and are still 
going down very rapidly. Wholesale dealersare 
now paying as low as $2 and $2.10 per pound, 
where a week ago they paid $2.35, and one mer- 
chant predicted yesterday that the price would 
drop to $1.60 before April 1. 

The cause of the decline is not an unfamiliar 
one. It arises from the action of several local 
importers in forming a trust, which is opposed 
by the Vollman Sponge Company of 93 William 


Street. The members of the trust are Lasker & 
Bernstein, McKesson & Robbins, the Lebess 
Sponge Company, A. Isaacs & Co., and several 
others. They have formed a big stook company 
known as the New-York Sponge Company, the 
purpose of which was to lower purchase pee 
at Key West and raise market prices in this city 
on all kinds of Florida egengss. The organiza- 
tion was effected last July, and the market 
price in this eity at once rose from $2.30 to 
$2.35, while the price paid the fishermen at ae | 
West fell from $2 to $1.50. The trust statione 
a buyer at Key West, who was enabled to dic- 
tate his own terms to the fishermen by virtue of 
his comprehensive relations with almost the 
entire market. 

he Vollman Sponge Comoony of this city 
was one of the importing houses invited to join 
the combination, bat it declined, its decision 
being rendered but a few days ago. 

The fishermen at Key West have formed a 
union in opposition to the trust, and no member 
of the union will sell the trust’s purchaser 
unless prices are restored to their former basis. 
The Vollman Company has sent its representa- 
tive to Key West to buy up all the supply, and 
atthe same time it has instructed ite agents to 
underbid the trust's prices. In this My | the 
war has been precipitated.

A- CONSTITUTION ADOPTED FOR THE 
NEW SOOIETY,. 


The Executive Committescof the City Improve- 
ment Society held a meeting at 126 East Twen- 
ty-third Street yesterday. The members of the 
committee present were George Gunton, L 
William De Jonge, OC. F. Wingate, J, O. Woods, 
and J. Ridgway Tiers. The draft of a constitu- 
tion for the society was adopted. The object of 
the organization, as therein set forth, is ‘to 


sustain and stimulate the authorities in enforo- 
ing the law.” 

The programme of action for the members of

FLACK INDIOTMENTS DISMISSED. 

Judge Cowing,in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, yesterday dismissed all the indictments 
pending against ex-Sheriff James A. Flack, his 
son, William L. Flack, Joseph Meeks, Ambrose 
Monell, whois now dead, Sarah Cherry, alias 
Mrs. Raymond, and George Hart. The indiot- 
ments included charges of conspiracy, at- 
tempted subornation of perjury, making false 
records, and sending threatening letters. 

Flack, his son, and Meeks, it will be recalled 
wore convicted of conspiracy. The Court of 
Appeals reversed thé decision, but not until 
Meeks had served his sentence of thirty days. 
A new trial was ordered, but, owing chiefly to 
Mra. Flack’s death, a motion for dismissal made 
by ex-Judge Horace Russell was granted, the 
District Attorney, Delancey Nicoll, consenting. 

Ex-Sheriff Flack sald yesterday that he re- 
garded the dismissal of the indictments asa 
tardy actof justice, which naturally gave him 
muocli relief. .

COUNCIL OF COURT REPORTERS, 


AN EXTRAORDINARY BILL, OF WHICH 
SENATOR ROESOH 18 THE FATHER. 


A hearing will] be given by the Senate Judi- 
clary Committee this afternoon, at Albany, 
upon one of the moat surprising bills which has 
been introduced at this session of the Legislat- 
ure. Itis upon the bill introduced by Senator 
George F. Roesch on Feb. 16, and is known as 
Senate Bill No. 387. The bill seeks to amend 
Sections 209 to 216, inclusive, and 248, 249, and 
250 of the Code of Civil Procedure, by establish- 
ing a new official court reporter and a council of 
court reporters by inordinately increasing the 
present powers and privileges of the two official 
court reporters now in existence. 

Section 209 is amended so as to change the 
name of the present State Reporter to “ Court 
of Appeals keporter.” Itinvests him with the 
powers and duties of the State Reporter, who is, 
in effect, the present Court of Appeals Reporter. 


The new section, 210, provides for a new officer 
to be known | the State Reporter, who shall be 
the official and exclusive reporter of the opin- 
ions to be published of the General Term of the 
Superior Court of this city, of the Common 
Pleas Court of this city, of the Superior Court 
of Buffalo, of the City Court of Brooklyn, of the 
City Court of this city, and of such Surrogate 
and other courts as he may deem it to the pub- 
lio interest to publish. These reports are now 
published by private parties. Counsel: are re- 
quired to file with the Clerks of all such courts 
copies of every paper filed by them in such 
court for the use of such reporter, which the 
Clerk of the Court is required to transmit to the 
reporter at the end of gt A term, together with 
copies of every decision handed down by the 
court in the term. 

By the amendment to Section 211 the Court 
of Appeals Reporter, the Supreme Court Re- 
porter, aud the State Reporter are constituted 
a“ New-York State Council of Law Reporting,” 
under the direction of which all the reports of 
all the courts of the State are to be hereafter 
published. The reports are to be issued in sem!- 
monthly numbers or parts, and in bound vol- 
umes, and are to be designated as ‘* New-York 
Reports,” for the Court of Appeals, as at pres- 
ent; ‘Supreme Court Reports” as at present, 
and as“ Miscellaneous Keports,” the latter to 
include everything puplished under the super- 
vision of the new State Reporter. In order to cut 
off the publication of reports by private enter- 
prise, and to make the monopoly of the official 
reporters profitable, it ia provided that these re- 
ports shall be designated as the “official series 
of reports of decisions in the courts of the State 
of New-York, and no decision which shall be 
contained in any of said reports shall be cited 
to the court from any other report, and it shall 
be the duty of the courts to make rules to en- 
force this provision.” 

And as if the monopoly thus created were not 
suflicient for the purpose of the promoters of 
this scheme, they have inserted a provision 
which would prevent the publication by any 
newspaper of any opinion or other court paper 
which might furnish information to the publio 
in advance of the publication of the reports 
provided for in the bill The amendment to 
Section 216 provides that “it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any Judge or Justice of any court, the 
opinions of which are to be published by said 
council, to allow the use of, loan, or give away 
to any person, association, or corporation any 
copy of the case or papers on appeal, or the 
po nts of counsel in any case argued before 

im, tobe used in * * * the publication of 
* = * ypeports other than those published by 
said council.” 

Lawyers and Judges who have discovered this 
provision of the bill have declared it so danger- 
ous and obnoxious as to condemn the whole 
measure. No small part of the protection of the 
ee me against judicial injustice and tyranny is 
dependent upon the vigilance and freedom of 
the public press in making public the decisions 
of courts hot upon the beels of their delivery, 
and if this privilege should be taken away, as 
this bill would have it, or be required to wait 
upon the slow processes of such a ‘‘council” as 
is provided for in the bill, the cause of public 
justice would saffer in many ways. 





FIGHTING FOR A RING. 


—— 
TROUBLE IN THE CAIN FAMILY OVER A 
BEQUEST. 


There is serious trouble in the Cain family 
over a didménd ring valued at about $700. 
The head of the family was Peter Cain, a saloon 
keeper, who died three years ago. In his will 
he left nearly all his property, valued at some- 
thing like $5,000, to his wife and daughter 
Julia, who was three years old at the time of 
his death. Of the diamond ring he made a 
somewhat peculiar disposition. It had been 
presented to him by his sister, Rosa Flood, and, 
in order toshow his appreciation of her gen- 


erosity, he decreed in his will that she should 
have the jewel back to wear until his daughter 
Julia was twenty-two years old, when it should 
go agree over to the latter. 

his arrangement did not find favor in the 
eyes of Mrs. Cain. payee yo she took pos- 
session of the jewel as soon as her husband was 
dead hen the executors demanded it of her 
she flatly declined to give it up. They threat- 
ened her with a suit, but she said she didn't 
care. They shouldn't have the ring, even if 
they evoked the aid of all the courts in Christ- 
endom. Thereupon a replevin suit was brought, 
and a Deputy Sheriff was sentto Mrs. Cain’s 
house to seize the troublesome diamond. 

But the widow had no more fear of the officer 
of the law than she had of the executors. The 
Deputy used all sorts of arguments, and finally 
pointed out to Mrs. Cain that she would be 
taken to jail if she didn’t obey the order of the 
court an ve up the ring. at prospect did 
not daunt her at all, and she defiantly told Sher- 
iff Gorman’s representative that she’d “rot in 
jail firet’’ rather than part with the cherished

Sheriff Gorman was in a quandary and consult- 
ed with the lawyers for the executors, Estes, Bar- 
nard & Tiffany, who referred the matter to their 
clients, who in turn sought out Mra. Flood. Bhe 
refused to listen to any offer of compromise. 
Bhe wanted the ring and nothing else, nless 
she got it, she said, she would do a little law 
business on her own account, making the exec- 
utors the defendants. In the circumstances it 
was decided to push the oase, and it will come 
up to-morrow on a motion to have Mrs. Cain 
punished for contempt.

CASEY AND COMMODORE FOLGER 
TESTIFY ABOUT IT. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Sub-Committee 
of the House Committees on Labor to-day be- 
gan an investigation into the subject of the 
enforcement of the eight-hour law. 

Gen. Casey of the Engineer Oorps of the 
Army explained the nature of the contracts 
let by the Goverment and said that in almost 
every instance the work was done by contract, 
unless it was deemed best for economic reasons 
to have it done otherwise. In his department 
it was the general rule to observe the law. 
There were times when the men worked over 
eight hours in an emergency. In many in- 
stances they worked over the time specified by 
law, but they were always willing to do so, and 
‘were paid for the extra hours. No convict labor 
was employed in any work under his charge. 

Commodore Folger, Chief of the Ordnance 
Bureau of the Navy, said that at the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard he was turning out cheaper and 
better guns under eight hours’ work per day 
than contractors were doing under a ten-hour 
system. For work of aligh grade the eight- 
hour system produced splendid results; for 
common laborit was not so great. He never 
worked his men more than eight hours except 
in an emergency. And he added that there had 
always been an emergency since he had been in 
the Navy Department. ee hter. 

The Commodore said he divided the menin 
the navy yards between the two political parties 
as far as possible, in order to prevent the neces- 
sity of turning out the whole force every four 
years. This was necessary to secure efficiency. 
A registration system had been adopted by 
which men were given employment as er 
were needed according to tne order in whic 
thelr names were on the list. The system had 
worked well. The agitation caused in a neigh- 
borhood by the knowledge that when either 
party cameéin all men of the other party were 
to be turned out was intolerable. Of course 
sometimes a little attention might be given an 
applicant because of a request from a Cabinet 
officer or Senator, but usually these men were 
referred to the registration list.

HORSES TOOK TO DANCING 


WHILE ESCAPING ELEOTRICITY 
PLAYED THE PIPER. 


AN UNUSUAL AND DANGEROUS SITUA- 
TION IN NASSAU 8TREET YESTERDAY 
—ONE OF THE RESULTS OF THE 
SEVERE RAINSTORM. 


The storm yesterday created a diversion in 
Nassau Street not often witnessed, and one 
which promised for a time to result in a vatas- 
trophe. On the east side of the thoroughfare, 
and immediately in front of No. 124, there is a 
break in the pavement. The rapidly-falling 
rain made its way through this opening and 
undermined the conduit of the Edison Electric 
Lighting Company. Deprived of its support. 
the conduit sagged and some of the wires were 
broken, permitting the escape of a strong cur- 
rent of electricity to the surface, its passage 
being accelerated by the favoring atmospheric 
conditions, and particularly the prevailing 


moisture. 
Just after noon a funeral procession passed 


through the street. As the hearse reached the 
break the horses swerved and then reared and 


plunged as if possessed. A liberal application 
vf the whip in the hands of the driver of the 
vehicle finally got the team past the danger 
line. The carriages in the rear were guided by 
their drivers around the point of electrical dis- 
turbance. : 

Notwithstanding the fact that the rain was 
falling in torrents a considerable crowd gath- 
ered in the vicinity intent on further develop- 
ments. They were rewarded, for almost im- 
mediately thereafter an expressman drove his 
horse over the spot where the undertaker’s maa 
had come to grief, and for five minutes there 
was the liveliest kind of circus in progress, the 
doings in the course of which would have put 
the performances of the famous Trakene stall- 
jons of the “Greatest Show on Earth” to the 
blush. Then the ocoupants of No. 124 realized 
that something out of the ordinary was up, and 
there was a hasty getting togetber of as bar- 
rels and the erection of s barricade around the 
“impromptu dancing platform,” as one of the 
onlookers called it, surmounted with the warn- 
ing, “Danger! Electricity! Keep to the other 
side,” a warning which was strictly heeded. 

In the course of the afternoon the Edison 
Company puta gang of men at work and re- 
paired the break after several hours work. “It 
didn’t amount to much,” the foreman in charge 
explained. “Such breaks are of common 0o- 
eurrence. There was an escape of the electrio 
fluid, but a man would have hardly feltit. At 
any rate, he wouldn’t have minded it. How 
about the horses? Oh, that’s a different mat- 
ter. Of course, it was anew sensation, and it 
might have made them a bit frisky. But there 
was no danger to be feared. The beasts will 
likely be all the better for stirring up their 
blood.” 


AGAINST MASTERSON AND HAHN. 


CONTROLLER MYERS SAYS THE CITY 
HAS BEEN SWINDLED. 


Mayor Grant yesterday received a report from 
Controller Myers upon the investigation made 
by the latter into the charges made against H. 
B. Masterson and Michael Hahn, City Inspect- 
ors of Weights and Measures. The Controller 
finds Doth the men guilty of malfeasance and 
embezzlement. 

Masterson is a Tammany man, and Hahn is 

said to have been recommended by the Grocers’ 
Union. Each man receives a salary of $1,500 a 
year. Thelaw requires them toturn ail fees 
collected by them into the City Treasury and to 
submit itemized and sworn statements of the 
same. The Controller finds that not only have 
the men swindled the city, but they have fre- 
quently perjured themselves in maxing tbeir 
returns. 
‘ At first Masterson offered to produce his 
stub bovks for January and February and com- 
pare them with his receipts for fees. Instead of 
doing so he suddenly decided that he had been 
ill during these two months, and had employed 
aman named Churchill to do the work. Noone 
eould tind Churchill 

Dr. John P. Davin of West Fifty-sixth Street 
certified to Masterson’s illness, but a number of 
shopkeepers testified that Masterson in person 
had collected the feesfrom them from the be- 
ginning of the year. Half of the money ool- 
lected by Masterson in Carmine and Varick 
Streets was found not to have been accounted 
for. Some of the namesin his sworn statement 
were found to be fictitious. The Controller 
; aeeees out that Hahn swore that he had col- 

ected only $127.87 in January, and $151.26 in 
February, but that after the investigation be- 
gan he gave up $38.05 more for January and 
$60.46 for February. 

Hahn, according to the Controller, had been 
using three different receipt books and report- 
ing from only one of them. The men a nl 
abiy be criminally prosecuted when the Mayor 
takes action on the report.

‘One 
of my errands here,” he said, *‘ is to arrange for 
the sale of the Custom House site for a sum 
equal to the minimum price fixed by Congress, 
$4,000,000. The probabilities are thatif the 
property was put up at auction before a miscel- 
laneous crowd of bidders it would not bring 
that sum. I have talked with several of the 
leading real estate experts of this city in regard 
to it, and theirideais that it can best be ar- 
ranged with a combination of persons with cap- 
ital—that is, to sell to a syndicate. 

“One of the persons with whom I talked led 
me to belicve that within two or three weeks he 
could form a syndicate which would buy it at 
the figure named. [I feel encouraged and think 
the sale will be made.” 

Speaking of the site for the new Custom 
House near Bowling Green, Mr. Crounse said 
that proceedings had been begun to get title by 
having the property condemned in court. This 
had been slow work owing to the large number 
of persons to be notifi some of whom were 
infants and others were abroad. He hoped a 
hearing would be had in a United States court 
pext month. Mr. Crounse said that he had 
drafted « bill, which he would have introduced 
in Congress, to allow any deficit occasioned by 
the extraordinary expenses in getting title to 
the new site to be paid ont of the proceeds 
pf the sale of the present site. It was the inten- 
tion to make the new Custom House a building 
which would be architecturally creditable to 
the city and to the country. He was considering 
@ plan by which, ins of designs for the 
structure being submitted by architects in the 
employ of the Government, an arrangement 
would be made to secure the competition of the 
very best architects of this city.

ITALIAN AND FRENCH OPERA

THREE NEW CASES, TWO DEATHS. 





THE TYPHUS FEVER RECORD IN THIS 
CITY YESTERDAY. 


Three new cases of typhus fever and two 
deaths from the disease were reported at sani- 
tary headquarters yesterday. Baruch Stelson, 
thirteen years old, one of the Massilia’s passen- 
gers, developed the disease at the lodging house 
42 East Twelfth Street and was immediately re- 
moved to North Brother Island. Sarah Kos- 
lofsky, twenty years old, was found sick with 
the disease at 104 Allen Street and was re- 
moved to the hospital. The house in which she 
wus found is a ténement sheltering eighteen 
Hebrew families. 

Patrolman Edward H. O’Connor of the tene- 
ment house squad, in the service of the Health 
Department, who had been on duty at the quar- 


antined house 42 East Twelfth Street, reported 
sick yesterday, and when one of Dr. Edson’s 
staff visited him at his home, 231 West Fourth 
Btreet, he found that the orficer was suffering 
from typhus fever. He was removed to the lLos- 
pital on North Brother Island. 

Rebecca Katz, who went to North Brother 
Island with the first batch of the Massilia’s pas- 
gsengers to nurse her infant who had contracted 
the disease, died yesterday. Joseph Siegler, a 
butcher of 183 Rivington Street, who was taken 
to the hospital on the 29th ult., also died yester- 
day. This makes fourteen deaths in all since 
the outbreak of the disease. There are seventy- 
one typhus fever patients on North Brother 
Island and thirty-six have been discharged cured, 

The deaths of Isabelia and Ellen Deylin, chil- 
dren of Edward Devlin, a blacksmith living at 
301 West One Hundred and Forty-third Street, 
which were reported by Dr. Donohue and Depu- 
ty Coroner Walsh as having been caused by 
typhus, proved to have resulted from malignant 
acarilet fever. . 

The Board of Health yesterday adopted a 
resolution requesting the Board of Police to al- 
low full pay to officers of the department who 
have or who may in the future contract typhus 
fever while in the discharge of their duty in the 
service of the Health Department. 





WILLIAM H. RIKER’S TROUBLES. 


A LIS PENDENS FILED AGAINST HIS 
RIVERSIDE RESIDENCE, 


The financial troubles of William H. Riker, 
druggist, of Sixth Avenue and Twenty-second 
Street, resulted yesterday in the appointment 
of Julius Lehman receiver of his property by 
Judge Newburger of the City Court on the ap- 
plication of Everett D. Barlow, attorney for 
Orlando H. Jadwin, a judgment creditor. Mr. 
Riker could not be found to serve a summons 
upon him, so Mr. Barlow obtained an order to 


show cause in the City Court, returnable yes- 
terday, why a receiver should not be —— ed. 

Onthe ground that Riker was avoiding the 
service of a summons, and under thecode on 
third-party proceedings, the summons was left 
athis house and lawyer's office last Saturday. 
Neither Mr. Riker nor his attorney appeared in 
court yesterday. E. D. Calhoun, manager for 
Mr. Riker, was examined, and testified that on 
Feb. 12 Mr. Riker sold out his drug business to 
himself and others for $88,700, of which $50,000 
was in cash and $38,7V0 in notes. Judge New- 
burger promptly appointed Mr. Lehman re- 
ceiver. 

Mr. Barlow said yesterday that he had filed a 
lis pendens against Mr. Riker’s magnificent res- 
idence at the northeast corner of Kiverside 
Drive and One Hundred and Ejightn Street 
which is valued at $107,000, but is mortgaged 
for $102,000, Judgment for $1,195 was yester- 
day entered against Mr. Rikerin favor of J. D. 
Smith. The liabilities to the drug trade are esti- 
mated at $25,000. 





SAVED BY A PLUOKY CIGARMAKER. 

On the ground floor of the five-story tene- 
ment house 126 East Third Street, Isaac Graben 
stein keeps a tailor’s shop, and, with his wife 
and eight children, lives in rooms back of the 
shop. At midnight on Monday night one of the 
children awoke and discovered the room on 
fire. She roused the rest of the family, and 
with some pails of water managed to put out 
the fire, as they thought, without alarming the 
house. Two hours later the fire broke out 
afresh. It was beyond the control of the family, 
and they fied into the street.

That the scheme of consolidation projected by 
the managers of the New-England Road had 
miscarried, for the present at least, was made 
very apparent by the correspondence between 
Messrs. Corbin and Bostwick, which was pub- 
lished this morning.
